CHAMBERLAIN SAYS RACE 
ANTAGONISM IS CHRONIC

C ape Tow n, Feb. 18.—Colonial S ecretary 
C ham berlain and his party arrived here 
today and m et w ith a hearty reception 
from 
a 
crow d of about 10,000 persons 
aw aiting them In G reen M arket square. A 
num ber of addresses w ere presented to 
Mr. C ham berlain. 
D uring the reading of 
one of these P rim e M inister S prigg a r ­ 
rived on the platform and w as hooted 
w ith m uch vigor. 
M r. C ham berlain In the course of his 
speech m ade a pow erful appeal for the 
union of th e races. H e adm itted, however, 
th a t since his arriv al In Cape Colony he 
had becom e less hopeful of Im m ediate 
satisfacto ry results from his visit, a s ho 
found th a t th e antagonism of the tw o 
races had become chronic. 
Rebellipn w as 
exalted Into heroism and loyalty w as dis­ 
countenanced and ostracised, even th e pul­ 
pit joining the propaganda tending to in­ 
tensify the separation of the races. 
On leaving th e platform P rem ier Sprigg 
w as 8g8.in mqde the subject of a hostile 
demofistratlo«.

SPAIN RECOVERS FOR 
DELAYED TORPEDO BOATS 


By .-X-ssociatcd Press. 
E dinburgh, Feb. IS.—The court of ses­ 
sion today aw arded the governm ent of 
Spain $.'!37,500 in the action begun here J a n ­ 
u ary 20 by the Spanish mini.ster of m arine. 
Sanchez Toca. to recover $375,000 from the 
Clyde B ank E ngineering and Ship B uild­ 
ing com pany because of the com pany's 
failure to deliver in contract tim e four to r­ 
pedo boat destroyers -nhich had been in­ 
tended for use during the Spanlsh-A m eri- 
can w ar. 
In the course of the judgm ent 
Lord K lllachy, the preaiding judge, said 
he thought m ore than probable th a t if 
Spain, even in the spring of 1807, had been 
in a position to e.'^tablish a really effec­ 
tive blockade in Ctiba against the unload­ 
ing of m unitions of w ar the insurrection 
m ight have been crushed and A m erican 
Intel vention have been avoided.

The h eavy sleepers w ere only partly 
i turned over, but th e com posite car and 
diner, w hich w ere first to leave the 
track, w ere throw n on their sides at 
right an gles w ith the track and sep a­ 
rated from each other by nearly 50 
feat. 
The passenger-1'- of whom there 
w ere about 30 on the train, were nearly 
throw n from their berths and shaken 
about the cars like dice.

short of m iraculous that only tw o of 
the num ber received injuries of any con­ 
sequence. 
Four w aiters and three por­ 
ters sustain ed m inor injuries. 
The engin e of the w recked train was 
sen t on to Golconda. a station eight 
m iles east from w hich point the new s 
w as reported here.

R oosevelt this afternoon signed the bill 
providing for a departm ent of com m erce 
thus concluding its en actm en t into law .

house last evening.

accordance w ith the u su al form , it w as 
sen t to the departm ent of ju stice for 
exam ination by the attorn ey-gen eral. It 
w as returned to the president th is after­ 
noon 
w ith 
A ttorney-G eneral 
K n ox’s 
recom m endation th at it be signed. Soon 
afterw ard President R oosevelt affix ed 
his signature in the presence of S ecre­ 
tary R oot and Secretary C ortelyou. The 
sign in g of the m easure creating w hat 
prom ises to be one of th e m ost im por­ 
tan t departm ents of the governm ent, 
w as attended by no cerem ony. 
In due 
tim e the form al announcem ent w ill be 
sep t to congress th at the president has 
signed the bill. 
It is w ell understood th a t George B. 
Cortelyou, secretary to the president, 
w ill be appointed secretary of th e new 
departm ent. 
H is appointm ent w ill be 
sen t to the sen ate by th e president early 
next w eek, perhaps on M onday, and it 
is likely there w ill be no d elay in its 
confirm ation. It is not im probable that, 
in anticipation of tbe en actm en t of the 
necessary supplem entary legislation the 
president m ay send to the sen ate very 
soon the appointm ents of som e o f the 
Im portant officials of the new dep art­ 
m ent. It is regarded as p articularly d e­ 
sirable that the prelim inary w ork of or­ 
gan izing the departm ent be entered up­ 
on as soon as practicable. 
M any im ­ 
portant d etails will h ave to be w orked 
out before the bureaus already in opera­ 
tion In other d epartm ents are 
tran s­ 
ferred 
to the new departm ent. 
The 
tran sfer of th e ex istin g bureaus w ill 
not tak e place form ally until the close 
of the present fiscal year, June 30. 
Coincident w ith the q ualification of 
Secretary C ortelyou as th e secretary o f 
the departm ent of com m erce and labor, 
AVilliam Loeb, Jr., w ill enter upon the 
d uty o f secretary to th e president. Mr. 
Loeb is at present first a ssista n t secre­ 
tary to the president. For several years 
he has been private secretary to P rési­ 
d a it R oosevelt, servin g him in that 
cap acity w hile he w as governor of N ew 
York and vice president. 
It is under­ 
stood that 
few ch an ges w ill be m ade 
In the W h ite house force oth er than 
those indicated. 
B. F . B arnes, now a s ­ 
sistan t secretary to th e president, w ill 
take up the d uties n ow perform ed by 
Mr. 
Loeb 
and 
the 
president 
w ill 
design ate another, n ot y et settled, to 
take Mr. Barnes' place. 
A s soon as Secretary C ortelyou begins 
th e w ork of organ izin g th e n ew d ep art­ 
m ent he will tak e up w ith th e appropri­ 
ations com m ittees of tb e house and sen ­ 
ate d etails o f the legislation n ecessary 
for th e m aintenance o f th e departm ent.

signed to clear up article 5 in th e Ita l­ 
ian protocol. 
By a curious erro r th is 
article provided th a t the Veneauelaa 
governm ent ‘‘obligate them selves to as­ 
sign to th e Italian governm ent, com­ 
m encing the first day of M arch, 1903, 
for this purpose and to alienate to no 
other purpose 30 per cent of the cus­ 
tom s revenues of La G uayra and Puerto 
Cabello.” 
Had this provision stood unam ended 
th e Italian governm ent would have 
been entitled to the en tire 30 per cent 
instead of sharing it w ith the other 
allies, as was intended, 
Fortunately 
the m atter was discovered in tim e to 
be corrected before th e protocols were 
dispatched to the foreign offices of the 
allies. 
It w as to d e a r up th is point 
th a t the negotiators signed th e follow­ 
ing agreem ent this afternoon: 
“W e in terp ret our protocols to m ean 
th a t the 30 per cent referred to therein, 
of the total income of the custom s 
houses of La G uayra anti Puerto Ca­ 
bello, shall be delivered to the repre­ 
sentative of the B ank of England a t 
C aracas and th a t the said 30 per cent 
is not assigned to any one power, but is 
to be retained by the said representa­ 
tive of the B ank of E ngland in C aracas 
and paid out by him in conform ity w ith 
the decision rendered by the tribunal 
at The H ague.” 
C ablegram s have been pouring in 
upon Mr. Bowen from Arenezuela con­ 
g ratu latin g him on the success of his 
m ission. 
Tho first to arriv e was from 
President Castro. 
Consul de Veyes 
cabled: 
“ H earty congratulations from M ara­ 
caibo. 
L eading G erm an and B ritish 
business firm s in A'enezuela have sent 
congratulatory cablegram s.”

N ew York. F eb. H.—T he 13th annual 
dinner of the N ew York Press club w as 
given tonight a t the W aldorf-A storia. 
More than 300 club m em bers and in­ 
vited g u ests occupied 
places 
a t 
the 
tables, including 
AVlllam 
J. 
Bryan, 
M ayor Low, W alter D am rosch, Sena­ 
tor Tillm an and General D. E. Slp^les. 
President R oosevelt sep t his regrets. 
Senator T illm an’s speech w as the fea* 
ture of the night. 
He said, in part: 
•’In m y experience I have found that 
the better acquainted the gentlem en of 
the pi’4ss becom e w ith me the better 
th ey like me. 
B u t I ask no favovs of 
you. 
I come from a sta te w here the 
people do their own th inking und their 
ow n v itin g . 
“I think th is an occasion on which I 
ought to f,et even w ith the press. 
You 
have S65 days in the year in w hich to 
m ake and unm ake public m en; but you 
don't m ake and unm ake them in the 
state of South C arolina.” 
R eferring to the negro question he 
said that President R oosevelt bad raised 
a subject that w ill not easily down. 
It 
had brought forth a num ber of com ­ 
m ents from prom inent men of the south 
and had raised a storm in the south. 
A fter m entioning a num ber o f these 
com m ents and the men who m ade them, 
he said: 
"I know som ething of w hat th is race 
question has cost this country. 
M any 
of you who w rite so flippantly about it 
know nothing about it." 
H e continued, 
"And if you w rite about so grave a 
subject w hen you know nothin g of it, 
you are no less than crim inals. 
“Mr. R oosevelt w as very w ise in sa y ­ 
ing it w ill take the best thought of 
both sections o f this country to solve 
the problem .” 
A fter an im passioned recital of the 
perils to the w hite population o f the 
south threatened by the increase of the 
powers of the negroes in the p ast few 
years, he said: 
“ We we.-e com pelled by the exigencies 
of the situation to use the shotgun and 
the 
tissu e ballots, and w e used both 
AVhy? 
B ecause In the sta te of South 
Carolina there were 30,000 more negro 
voters than there were w hite voters." 
H e said that th ey In South Carolina 
had established their free schools and 
that ever since there have been more 
negro children in those free schools than 
w hite children. 
“Do you think it w as our purpose 
to raise these negro children to a con­ 
dition of enlightenm ent in order that 
they m ay govern u*.?" he asked. 
“By 
the H oly God, no!" 
he cried. 
“Three 
m onths ago," he continued, “the presi­ 
dent w rote a letter in w hich he said 
that 
when 
a 
negro 
show ed 
hlniself 
qualified to fill public of-flce he w as 
u nw illing to shu t the door of hope in his 
face.” 
C om m enting on this, Senator Tillm an 
said that under the present condition 
the negro is to gain control of the state 
of South Carolina and the w hite become 
subordinate, the deplorable result would 
be th at In a hundred years the popula­ 
tion would be h a lf m ulatto. H e had no 
practicable solution of the problem , he 
said, unless it be that the north take 
its share of the blacks, "If you love 
them so well." 
H is address grew more im passioned 
as he continued. 
A t first only applause 
greeted h is utterances, but tow ard the 
end an occasional hiss w as heard, and 
fin ally he w as interrupted by a voice 
crying: 
"AVhat about you r nephew?" 
Senator T illm an wa-s at the m om ent 
defending the sum m ary m easure adopt­ 
ed in the south for the punishm ent of 
negroes gu ilty o f crim e and esp ecially 
ag a in st w om en. 
A fter th e excitem ent 
caused by the Interruption had sub­ 
sided, Mr. Tillm an said there w as much 
m ore he could sa y and would like to 
say, but th a t he regarded It aa highly 
Inappropriate to refer m public to fa m ­ 
ily affairs. 
W illiam J, Bi;yan said he w gs glad 
of the occasion to speak on a subject 
not political. 
H e spoke o f the relations 
of the w eekly paper to the public. 
“You w ill probably find m ore truth 
in the little paper w here the editor is 
know n,” he said, “than in th e great 
papers w hose ed itors are not know n.” 


PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT’S 
COURSE IN THE COAL STRIKE. 
By Associated Press. 
Chicago, Feb. 16.— Six 
tUoupapd 
people crowded the auditorium tonight 
at the demonstration of the local labor 
unions ip honor of John Mitchell, pres­ 
ident of the United Mine Workers. The 
greatest enthusiasm was shown when 
Mr. Mitchell appeared op the platform 
and his speech later in the evening was 
received with cheers. Henry J). Lloyd 
of Chicago, spoke In part as follows; 
“There was a louder cry for federal 
bayonets in Pennsylvania in 1902, tbao 
in Illinois In 1894, but the cry was not 
answered. 
The troops did not move. 
There was a soldier In the White house 
not a corporation lawyer and the sol­ 
dier knew what the proper uses of 
soldiers are. 
But the soldiers might 
have gone in if the coal monopolists 
had held out 48 hours longer in their 
piratical policy of famine and defiance 
but not to help them drive the miners 
into the mines. 
The soldiers might 
h ave gone ip to Heep tlje peace while 
federal judges took possession of the 
mines as receivers, by due process of 
law and invited the minerB in th e nam e 
of the people to mine coal for the peo­ 
ple. 
"Where Cleveland gave us military 
usurpation and government by injunc­ 
tion, Roosevelt has given us arbitra­ 
tion, the boldest and greatest act of 
recent statesmanship —a short cut 
across lots ip the real American style. 
When the people of America helped 
Mitchell and the miners they were 
helping themselves. 
The whole peo­ 
ple of America have before them the 
same fight to make with 
the 
same 
would-be master. Pray God we may 
find in our time of need as good a lead­ 
er as the miners found. That affair 
in the valleys of Pennsylvania was 
the first real uprising of the people 
against monopolists—and it was only 
the first. 
As always the organized 
workingmen 
furnished 
the 
‘forlorn 
hope’ of liberty, because they were or­ 
ganised. 
“The men who claim to be the ‘mas­ 
ters' of labor in the coal industry claim 
to be masters of the consumers, of the 
people, of us in the mgrket, They mean 
to be masters of laborers apd of con­ 
sumers in all markets. 
They are all 
the same men. It is all one great con­ 
spiracy and the conspiracy has gone 
so far that the more prosperity the 
country has tho less the people get of 
it. Well, MitcJielJ and his miners gave 
their conspiracy its first black eye. 
They whipped it to a finish and with 
their starving bodies built 
a 
wall 
around ail of us. 
"Had these men broken the miners 
of the east, they would have attacked 
the miners of the west. 
T h ey would 
have attacked, on© after the other, all 
labor organizations and 
then 
they 
could have devoured at their leisure, 
the unorganized masses. It is literally, 
scientifically, 
accurately, 
warningiy 
true that between the people and tbe 
money and monopoly power—that most 
terrible of all tyrannies, there stands 
today but one organization that can 
hold th* fort while the people rally. 
That is tfce organization ot labor.” 
After an address by Clarence 5. Dar» 
row of this city, Mr. Mitchell spoke

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everyday. Let us »nsww it 
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briefly. 
His speech was interrupted 
at every few words by the applause 
of his audience. 
He declared that he 
was not one of those who believed in 
the trade union as the ultimate, or 
that its formation was the final result 
to be obtained. 
The workingmen of 
the world are, he declared, 
passing 
through a period of evolution and while 
everybody knew that conditions were 
changing, nobody could foretell what 
the final result would be. He was not 
one of those, he said, who made war 
upon capital or denounced it. He be­ 
lieved that there was never a time in 
tbe past nor would there be in the fu­ 
ture when the differences between the 
laborer and the capitalist could not 
be settled if they would 
but 
cotne 
squarely together and tel) the truth to 
each other. He spoke strongly on be­ 
half p f the principles of trade union­ 
ism, saying that be believed 
it one 
of the greatest powers for good in the 
world 
today 
and predicting better 
things for it in the future.

Mr. C ortelyou w as born in N ew York 
city on Ju ly 26, 1862. 
A fter attending

18T9 and three years later completed 
his prelim inary education a t the state 
norm al school in W estfield, M ass. 
On 
leaving the norm al school he entered 
the N ew E ngland C onservatory of Mu­

OF F U N D S OF T H E ST A T E. 
l^l\e report of Lewis Schwanbcck on 
the expenditure of the incidental fund 
of the state during the last two years 
stilf was the subject of conversation 
throughout this city today, and some 
other investigations will be made. 
In 
fact. Governor Peabody today issued 
an order appointing Mr. Schwanbeck to 
investigate the books of the late state 
auditor in regard to the flat tax collec­ 
tions. 
It Is admitted that a large por­ 
tion of the $251,000 was expended for 
printing, and many are of the belief 
that the bills allowed wore unreason­ 
ably large. Governor Peabody has the 
following to say: 
“My intention in causing tne investi­ 
gation to be niade was to learn just 
what has become of tho money, and if 
any leaks were discovered to inaugurate 
a new system and thereby prevent a 
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loss of money to the state. It was not 
my intention to bring to light anyspe- 
clflc errors conltaitted by former ad- 
minlBtrations, just 
simply to reveal 
them, but more to guide my own ac­ 
tions. 
The findings of Mr. Sch'wan- 
beck, however, were of juch a nature 
that I shall do all in ray power to get 
some of the money back. 
I do not 
know just what I can do at the present 
time. I don’t know that I can do any­ 
thing. I cannot say who is responsible 
for this matter or that anyone is re­ 
sponsible. 
If contracts were made for 
certain things and those contracts were 
carried out, I don’t see that anything 
can be done. 
“I shall certainly try to fathom the 
case and see if someouo is not respon­ 
sible for it. 
The investigation will be 
carried to the end. 
It seems that the 
auditor’s office, which has control of 
the money, should be inquired into 
further. 
The thing is so outrageous 
that something will be done.” 
During the day your correspondent 
examined more fully into the history of 
the bill which carried the appropria­ 
tion. 
It was house bill No. 125, by 
Mr. Rawalt. The measure was what is 
known as the short appropriation bill, 
but the last item read was as follows: 
•‘Incidental and contingent expenses 
of the several executive and judicial 
departments of the state bureaus, Jilol,- 
500.00.” The above represents the let­ 
ter of the law'.

placed that item in the bill and pledged 
my word of honor that the $246,501 
should be used as the spirit of the law 
intended, namely, the payment of the 
moneys 
borrow'ed 
by ex-Governors 
Adams and Thomas. 
This was the 
only way it could be done except by a 
constitutional amendment, w'hich would 
take too long, and I did not want to 
have these men who loaned the state 
this money wait that long for It. There 
was an understanding among the legis­ 
lators with the proper administration 
officials that they would pay those 
debts if we made the appropriation.

W ashin gton , Feb. 17.—Secretary H ay, 
fo r the U nited S tates and Mr. Bow en 
fo r V en ezu ela today signed a protocol 
provid in g for the adjustm ent of claim s 
a g a in st V enezuela by a com m ission to 
m eet a t C aracas. 
T his com m ission will consist of tw o 
m em bers, a V enezuelan and an A m eri­ 
can, to be appointed resp ectively hy 
P resid en ts C astro and R oosevelt and in 
tb e event o f d isagreem ent an um pire to 
b e appointed by the queen of the N eth ­ 
erlands. 
It is expected th at the m in­ 
ister of foreign a ffa irs w ill be appoint­ 
ed a s V en ezu ela’s representative and 
th a t either Mr. Bow en or Mr. R ussell, 
th e U nited S ta tes charge, w ill be nam ed 
to represent the U nited States.

THE BRECKINRIDGE BILL 
PROVOKES A HARD FIGHT

D enver, Feb. IT.—The hou.se today by 
a vote of 44 to 16 passed on third read­ 
in g the B reckenridge bill which pro­ 
vid es for the nom ination by each party 
of five senatorial candidates to be voted 
on by the people and the one receiving 
the high est vote to be supported bv his 
party in the follow ing general a ssem ­ 
bly. 
Its passage w as not effected w ith ­ 
out a hard fight betw een the a n ti-W o l­ 
cott and W olcott m en during which the 
speaker threatened to punish Frewen, 
the leader of, the W olcott forces, ¡nvl 
also called upon the sergean t-at-arm s 
to seat Mr. Frewen. 
The latter ob­ 
jected stren u ously to the actions of the 
speaker, claim ing th ey were en tirely out 
of order. D uring th e debate. Mr. Krock. 
enridge m ade a very forcible talk re­ 
garding the position of the W olcott men 
since the legislatu re convened. 
The house com m ittee on m ines and 
m ining com pleted its work on the eight- 
hour bill, and will 
report tom orrow. 
There w ill be three reports and the 
house can take its choice. 
The reports 
differ on the question of actu al n u m ­ 
ber of hours to be put in a t work and 
the specific men or labor d esignated as 
com ing under the provisions of the bill. 
The featu re of 
the 
sen ate w as a 
speech by Senator B arela to a question 
of personal privilege in answ er to a 
statem en t m ade again st him in ;i T rini­ 
dad paper. 
The senator referred to the 
president o f the com pany ow ning the 
paper. Dr. John Grass, and he w as 
extrem ely b itter in his denunc iation of 
th a t gentlem an. 
Breckenridge Bill Comes Up 
The house had barely opened w hen 
the Breckenridge bill w as called up for 
third reading. 
Mr. Frewen m oved to 
strik e out the enacting clause. 
This 
w ould kill the bill. 
The question Is not 
debatable, but, under a question of per­ 
sonal privilege, Mr. Breckenridge s e ­ 
cured the floor and said: 
“This bill is not vicious in any of its 
parts. 
It giv es the people only w hat 
th ey are clam oring for. 
“The recent sen atorial cam paign d em ­ 
on strates th e im portance o f p assin g this 
bill. 
M any of the candidates for the 
legislatu re last fall found it quite n ec­ 
essary to 
pledge 
their 
con stitu en ts 
a gain st a certain candidate for U nited 
S tates senator. I sa y the people w anted 
to know in ad vance whom their repre­ 
sen tative w as goin g to support for sen ­ 
ator, and it w as proper that they should 
know , and w'hen it is a m atter of com ­ 
mon know ledge th at present m em bers 
of the legislatu re w en t so far as to 
directly and im pliedly pledge their con­ 
stitu en ts th at, under no circum stances, 
w ould th ey support a certain candidate, 
and then 
deliberately 
violated those 
pledges by supporting here in open ses­ 
sion such candidate, it Is tim e to enact 
som e law to com pel m en to keep good 
faith w ith th e people w ho elected them 
to office. 
Pledges to the People. 
“U nfortun ately w e cannot p ass an act 
by th is legislatu re th at the sen ators of 
the U nited S tates would be elected by 
the people direct—and there are m em ­ 
bers of th is house w ho pledged their 
con stitu en ts by all that w a s pure and 
holy th at th ey would not support a 
certain candidate for U nited S tates sen ­ 


ator. and h ave not only violated their 
pledge, but h ave found fault, and kept 
it down to the present, with honorable 
men, because all 
the 
balance of us 
’a n tis.’ as we are called, w ouldn’t turn 
our coats and go w ith them and vio­ 
late our pledges, and because we would 
not go to the extent of bringing about 
a revolution in this body by unseating 
m em bers who w ere fairly and honestly 
elected as they were them selves. 
“As a usual thing, when a man sa c­ 
rifices his honor on one question he is 
never satisfied until he sacrifices it on 
all questions. These gentlem en «-e.-r. nn; 
satisfied with deceiving their con stitu ­ 
ents, but they wished to upset the whole 
state adm in istration —governor and all 
—force upon us tw o sta te legislatures 
and end things up w ith a general riot. 
If this is loyalty to the party and the 
highest type of citizenship, then surely 
no one will doubt that these men are 
entitled to all the honor they can get 
out of it. 
“On every possible occasion certain 
m em bers of this 
house 
have charged 
that certain D em ocrats were retained in 
their seats who should have been fired 
out on account of frauds com m itted at 
the election in A rapahoe county.

faeturing. lik e m ost o th er p ursu its n ow - 
■i-days, requires to be carried on upon 
s big scale to succeed. 
And if, as T 
have assum ed, P ueblo is better located 
for success in th a t linr, it w ould

hopeless for Colorado Springs to enter 
the list a g a in st a. com p etitor so m uch 
h»tter equipped to a t& in m agn itu de in 
siieh operations and situ ated so com ­ 
paratively near to u s. 


An exception m u st be m ad e of certain

In m y opinion the citizen s of C olo­ 
rado Springs can n ot do b etter than fo l­ 
low th e lines o f developm ent suggested 
and carried out by th e original founders 


of th is city. 
A m ple evidences of their 
forethought are show n by th e selection 
of the site, and by th e lib erality in the 
plan n in g and p lattin g of th is city. 
A 
fu rth er evidence of th eir Wisdom is the 
liquor clause w hich is inserted in every 
deed o f tran sfer. 
T he fa ct th a t the 
original ow ners are still the p ossessors 
of large tracts of land and are n ot look­ 
ing for quick returns or large profits, 
but have show n th at th ey are more in­ 
terested in d eveloping the city on the 
right lines th an in g ettin g rid of their 
property by th e m eans m ost freq u en tly 
used in other cities, bears out th is sta te ­ 
m ent. .1 do n ot m ean to say that there 
are not men in th is com m unity w ho 
could not be induced to enter into a 
boom m ovem ent, but the conditions u n ­ 
der w hich the vacant property 
held 
do n ot offer m uch en cou ragem ent to the 
grafter. 


Colorado Springs is but '¿6 years old, 
and its grow th has been rem arkable. 
1 
do not refer to the rapid increase of 
population alone but to the ch aracter of 
the im provem ents w hich indicate th at 
the population is m ade up of people of 
taste, refinem ent and intelligence. The 
clim ate is the g rea test inducem ent we 
have to offer. 
V isitors to 
Colorado 
Springs, how ever, are all favorab ly im ­ 
pressed w ith this city as a place of 
residence. 
In fact, it is beginning to 
be know n all over the country as a city 
of hom es. 
The’ interest 
now 
being 
show n by our residents in b eau tifyin g 
and d eveloping the city on broad lines, 
leads me to think that the future of 
Colorado Springs is very bright, indeed. 


W hen referring to Colorado Springs 
as a resort, too little atten tion in my 
opinion, h as been given to the outdoor 
social life. 
A s 
w ealth 
is 
acquired 
throughout the» m an ufacturin g centers 
of the east, the proposition of m en who 


retire from business w ill increase each 
year. 
M any o f them aim to locate p er­ 
m an en tly in the city w hich o ffers the 
best clim ate, refined society and the 
com forts and luxuries they h ave been 
accustom ed to. 


In developing the city th e b est re­ 
su lts, I think, can be obtained by induc­ 
in g 
th e residents 
to b eau tify 
their 
grounds, p ay m ore a tten tion to sid e­ 
w alks, w eed out and do a w a y w ith 
w ooden ditch boxes, w hich 
are con­ 
sta n tly decaying, aim to replace the 
plank crossin gs on the d rivew ays and 
at the junction of streets, and also do 
all in their pow er 
to secure 
better 
streets and good d rivew ays to the re­ 
sorts in the im m ediate v icin ity of this 
city. 
W e h ave the b est n atural roads 
in the world and a ttra ctiv e d rivew ays 
can be m ade at less exp en se and the 
m aintenance of these roads w ill be less 
than is u su ally required for ordinary 
country roads. 


W hile on the sub ject of toads and 
(irivew ays. I w ant to call your attention 
to the dust nuisance, which T consider 
the m ost serious problem before us. at 
present. 
F ortu n ately th is nuisance can 
be overcom e: it w ill require, however, 
the concentrated action of all citizen s 
w ho are sin cerely interested in the fu ­ 
ture o f this city. 
The < iood R oads a s ­ 
sociation is g iv in g it a lot of thought 
and a tten tion and has for m onths been 
in v estig a tin g the use o f oil for sp rin k ­ 
ling purposes. 
If it is found th at oil 
cannot be used su ccessfu lly , a vigorous 
effort should be m ade to have the streets 
properly w atered. 


The com bination of clim ate and scen ­ 
ery is, I think, Colorado Sprin gs’ g re a t­ 
est draw ing card, and unless w e m ake 
the m ost of it, other resorts th a t are 
less a ttra ctiv e and better advertised 


w ill secure the visito rs and residents 
th a t we should get. 
T he citizen s as a 
w hole are so w ell satisfied 
w ith 
our 
clim ate and surroundings th a t th ey con ­ 
clude Colorado Springs is w ell know n 
a ll over the country.

The result w as that a little 
w ork w as done here and there by the 
society, but ow in g to the fact that they 
attem p ted too m uch and it w as diffi­ 
cult to con centrate and expend m oney 
and w ork in any one locality w ithout 
creatin g d issatisfaction am ong the resi­ 
dents o f som e other d istrict, the V illage 
Im provem ent society 
n aturally 
died. 
H ence, m y experience ju stifies me in 
recom m ending th a t each block in the 
city should create its ow n village im ­ 
provem ent society, and thus a ssist in

the strike, w as declared, was that the 
men who would respond would not be 
numerous enough to cause a serious 
shut-down of the Standard. 
The Colo- 
rado-Philadelphia plant has been closed 
for repairs for the past two weeks. 


The alleged grievance of the men lies 
in the attitude of the United States 
com pany’s representative at the m ills 
toward the union men and the union 
as an organization. 
It is alleged that 
there has been in eifect at th is com­ 
pany’s plants a system of blacklisting 
very objectionable to the union men, 
and the order declaring the strike also 
makes a demand for an increase in 


pany was declared in the name of th e ! wages that General Manager M acNeill 
president of the W estern Federation of j ? 
Miners, and at m idnight the Standard 
plant, the only one that this company 
had in operation, closed down and its 
fires were extinguished. 


Inasmuch as what is known as m e 
“graveyard shift,” -num bering 44 men, 
w ent to work at 10:15 in the evening, 
the strike did not occasion an im m edi­ 
ate show-down as to how general a 
response it would receive, but later on 
tho demand w as carried to the men at 
the plant and they heeded the request 
and quit. 


¿The im pression am ong the laboring 


profits of the establishm ent if granted. 
The condition at the Standard plant, 
as to the status of its em ployes as 
union men, would indicate that less 
than one-third of the men employed 
would be affected by the strike order. 
However, the order affected a sufficient

It was said last night that the order 
declaring the stfik e would be. extended 
to include the Telluride and Portland 
m ills if it. became necessary in order 
to bring about the recognition of the 
union in all the m ills at Colorado City, 
but that there was no grievance of any 
kind against either the Telluride or the 
Portland in itself or in the relation of 
either to its men. 


Trouble has been impending at the 
plants of the United States company for 
some time. 
Two weeks ago last night 
the second m eeting of the men in re­ 
gard to the situation at the Colorado- 
Pbiladelphia and Standard plants was 
held. 
One week ago last night a third 
m eeting was called, all these m eetings 
being held at the request and under the 
leadership of agitators from the Miners 
union of Cripple Creek, who wished a 
better recognition of the union by the 
United States company and the aboli­ 
tion of Superintendent Hawkins' al­ 
leged system of blacklisting. 
It was 
the intention of the Miners union to 
shut down th e plants a t once but the 
m en'w ere not ready to act and a strike 
w as deferred. 
Two w eeks ago, partly 
for th e reason then announced and 
partly to show the m en th at th e coxn- 
pany .w asnot «specially anxious to run 


at. full capacity under existing condi­ 
tions. the Colorado-Philadelphia plant 
was shut down, and this action damp­ 
ened the ardor of the men them selves 
to a considerable extent and for a tim e 
seemed to have com pletely averted a 
strike. 
The agitation was kept up, 
however, and last night, at the m eet­ 
ing held in Colorado City, the order 
was issued and its effect became appar­ 
ent im m ediately. 


It is said on good authority that since 
the m eetings agitating a strike have 
been held the United States company 
has discharged 31 m en sim ultaneously 
with their becom ing members of the 
union, and that notices to the effect 
that union men need not apply for work 
have been displayed upon the com­ 
pany’s property.

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SHOULD COLORADO SPRINGS HAVE MANUFACTORIES? 
T 


HE EXCELLENT paper read by General Palmer before the Winter Night 
club and published in yesterday’s Gazette, will doubtless serve as a text 
for general discussion as to the possibilities of Colorado Springs as a 
location for manufactories. Geueral Palmer has set forth his own opinions 
very cjearly and forcefully in his paper, and these have been endorsed by Mr. 
Donaldson and others. 
But on the other hand there are unquestionably a large number of the 
residents of Colorado Springs who are inclined to adopt a different view and 
who would be glad to have Colorado Springs enter the lists as a rival of Den­ 
ver or Pueblo as a manufacturing city. 
The final decision of the matter will, however, depend not upon the 
{Strength secured for one side or the other of this debate nor upon the excel­ 
lence of the arguments that may be presented, but rather upon the actual 
facts in the ease. 
If Colorado Springs is not adapted for manufactoiies, a 
Vast amount of money may be wasted in unsuccessful experiments without 
establishing such industries 011 a firm and secure foundation. 
And on the 
other hand if Colorado Springs really is a favorable location for factoiies 
and smelters, not all the arguments of the esthetics will be sufficient to keep 
out the smoke stacks and the pay rolls. 
And if. as was suggested by General Palmer, An exception must be made 
of certain crafts not dependent on the scale of the works, or in ■ which im­ 
mediate proximity to the home market is important, and of others which aie 
inore or less independent of location." then we may expect that by a sort of 
process of natural selection Colorado Springs will gradually attract and ap­ 
propriate those industries that are in keeping with the character of the place 
and suitable to our natural resources. 
A good example of such an industry 
Is to be found in the Van Briggle pottery and in the products of other indus­ 
trial arts where skill, taste and finish are important elements in the pro­ 
duct. The presence at our doors of cheap fuel, and the start already made in 
the development of electric power easily available for large or small work­ 
shops at any point in this neighborhood, should be an incentive to the culti­ 
vation of those industries in which the value of the output is determined by 
the quality rather than by the quantity. 
The growth of the big factory has gone far toward banishing from our 
markets those exquisite hand-finished products of an earlier skill and taste. 
But evidences are not lacking of a reaction against the things that are all like 
a thousand dozen others. 
Big factories, or small ones, are nrit lo^t^cl in those cities where people 
make the loudest demand for them. They are located where raw material and 
labor are most easily obtainable and where the best markets for the product 
are to be found. 
The people of Colorado Springs need not waste any effort in disputing as 
to what industries are desirable and what are not. A fair amount of intelli­ 
gence and a large amount of energy will succeed in attracting to this city 
valuable additions to its present enterprises, and it may be regarded as a 
reasonably safe rule that whatever we succeed in getting on a sound business 
basis is worth having and will be good for us. 


HE CONSIDERATION 0E IDE RUSH BILL. 
T 
h e DELAY in the decision upon the Rush home rule amendment indi­ 
cates that the supreme court is giving a careful consideration to this 
most important measure. And it ia well that this is so, not only on ac­ 
count of the importance of this law to Denver and the state at large, but also 
because this decision will go far toward establishing a precedent in future 
cases where the popular will has been formally expressed, as it has been in 
this one. 
It is to be hoped that our own court will follow, in this respect, the recent 
liberal decisions of the courts of Illinois and other states, and that merely 
technical informalities will not be allowed to defeat or to delay the will of 
the people. 
There is an overwhelming popular sentiment in this state in favor of 
home rule for Denver and of cutting the state government loose from the 
city gang that has so long interfered with the proper course of state affairs. 
To do this was the unquestionable purpose of the state legislature and of the 
people at the last fall’s election, and it will certainly be a cause of grave dis- 
pppomtment to them if they are not permitted to see a prompt and positive 
result of their efforts. 
The home rule bill would unquestionably be approved if again submitted 
to the people, and public opinion would be irresistible in the demand for 
euch a resubmisaion, if anything should defeat the present measure. 
But 
nothing short of positive necessity Involving absolute illegality, should be 
allowed to produce such a result. And certainly the arguments of those who 
are selfishly interested in delaying or defeating' this much-needed reform 
phould not be allowed to interfere with what is so overwhelmingly demanded 
by public sentiment.

It is to be hoped that the senate will appreciate the force of the arguments 
that have been presented to it, and will supply the relief that is needed by the 
judges, by the attorneys and most of all by the people whose rights are seri­ 
ously involved in these matters.

N A RECENT editorial the Gazette showed that the purpose of the move­ 
ment to secure a third judge for the El Paso-Teller district is not so much 
to relieve the judges and to facilitate the work of the lawyers, as it is to 
promote the Interests of the people who are concerned in the various civil and 
criminal cases. 
Contrary to the general opinion, the work of the courts in this district is 
not decreasing, and the present number of judges, working as hard as they 
can, are not able to keep the docket clear and at the same time to give to the 
Various, cases the attention these ought to receive. 
The facts in this matter are made the more conclusive upon an examina­ 
tion of the court records. It is shown, for ipstance, that within the last two 
years, eleven different outside judges have been called in on 26 different occa­ 
sions for service here. They have tried from one to eight cases on each trip. 
They have been needed much oftener, but could not, or would not, respond 
to requests made. 
On the other hand, the judges of this district have been 
compelled to refuse requests for service from other districts, and by so doing 
have made it increasingly more difficult to secure the help needed here from 
outside. The expenses of these outside judges, stenographer, bailiff and hotel 
bills were paid by the counties where they presided. 
The records also show'that there are very important matters now in the 
hands of the home judges here, that have been held under advisement for 
from 30 to almost 90 days, and when they, can be determined it would be hard 
to say. It seems doubtful whether they ever can be properly disposed of, as 
there is trial work ahead of the two judges that will occupy their attention 
constantly until July. 
That it may not appear that the judges are not taking matters under ad­ 
visement unnecessarily, and to indicate that they are making good UBe of what 
time they can find for this work, the records show that Judge Cunningham 
alone has heard motions and demurrers in this county on thirty-one different 
^outlays in 1902. The matters of this character disposed of amounted to a 
total of 263, an average of more than eight on each day. This was but a por­ 
tion of the motions disposed of, however, as many are argued on dates agreed 
on by opposing counsel, and in such cases these motions do not appear on the 
motion docHet 
all, and are not included in the number given above. Then, 
too, all motions or demurrers beard by outside judges, or by Judge seeds, do 
not appear on this motion docket, since they were heard by special arrange­ 
ment. There is no doubt that the total number of motions, demurrers, etc., 
disposed of in 1902 will exceed 350. 
Another showing from the E f Paso court record is that the number of 
cases filed In 1902 exceeds the number filed in 1901 by almost 25 per cent 
And thus far In 1903 the inorease has been even greater. 
The fees of this (El Paso) court exceed all expenses of the office by over 
f 100 per month. The fees are very low for this—a second-class—county. 
It seems probable that even our own residents, or even the lawyers them­ 
selves, do not and have not comprehended the volume of work that is piled 
A'upon the judges of this district. 
It is said that there is but little court business in Teller county 
This Is 
' .-’a very great mistake. The clerical force in that office always has exceeded, 
; -’ ¡'arid still does exceed, that of El Paso county. This shows that the actual trial 
-ij/worlc up there has^not fallen off. 
vT h * evidence seems conclusive that an additional judge is necessary in 
’district in order that proper attention may be given to important matters 


SENATOR TILLMAN’S NEW YORK SPEECH.

ROFANITY and boorishness are not new manifestations of the spirit of 
“Pitchfork” Tillman of South Carolina, and the expressions used in 
.the New York speech of Saturday last only indicate that Senator l’iii- 
man is profiting little by daily association with better gentlemen than him­ 
self. 
Mr. Tillman s opinions, like his personality, would be of little importance 
in national affairs and on a matter of passing disgust to decent Americans, if 
it were not for the fact that he is unquestionably representative of a consid­ 
erable element in some southern states, and of an element that has been able 
to secure a temporary control of public affairs in them. 
That the Tillman character, the Tillman speech and the Tillman methods 
are permanently characteristic of any considerable portion of the American 
people the Gazette cannot believe, and we feel confident that the really patri­ 
otic and intelligent Americans of the south will be not less stringent in their 
condemnrtion of Tillmanism than those of the north. 
There it no place in any part of our country for such a spirit, and it is to 
be regretted that any feeling of local pride or of party loyalty should lead 
anyone to an approval of utterances that are essentially unamerican and un­ 
manly.

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THE OUTRAGES OF SENSATIONALISM. 
I 
F AN immense amount of harm is not done to the mining and milling in­ 
terests of this state as a result of the labor trouble at the Colorado City 
mills, it will not be any fault of the sensational Denver newspapers that 
are doing their utmost to exaggerate the difficulty atj<! to widen the breach 
between the workingmen and their employers. 
Whenever there is a chance to make trouble of this kind, the iJen- 
er papers may be trusted to improve the opportunity to the utmost, and all 
the more so if the parties concerned on both sides of the controversy are 
identified with another and possibly a rival community. 
The controversy ^at Colorado City, involving ultimately the reduction 
works elsewhere, the mines at Cripple Creek and the general mining interests 
of the state, is especially one for careful negotiation and calm judgment. The 
directors and managers of these mills are men of ability and of character. 
They have already invested large amounts of money in the development of 
Colorado’s resources. They are giving employment to a large number of men 
whose presence is felt beneficially in every department of local trade. What 
has been done by no means represents the limit of their ability or of their 
purpose. They are both able and willing to consider this matter in a reason­ 
able, businesslike way and to pursue a policy that will be for the interests of 
all concerned. 


On the other hand, the Gazette does not believe that the mill employes 
or their fellow workmen elsewhere who are interested with them in this mat­ 
ter, have the intention of doing anything that is unreasonable or unjust, or 
that will not be for their own interests. 
Under such circumstances it ought 
to be possible to reach a satisfactory settlement of the present difficulties, the 
more so as the alternative of a settlement is a prolonged closing of the mill3, 
with the consequent inability of the mines to secure treatment for their ore 
product, and as a result of this, the closing of the mines and the enforced 
idleness of many miners. 
Certainly no one in Colorado Springs or in Cripple Creek desires anything 
of this kind, however much the sensational Denver newspapers may appear to 
do so, and every possible effort should be directed toward avoiding anything 
of this kiiKl. 
There are sufficient interests involved in tbis matter to secure its settle­ 
ment in a sensible and businesslike way, and if the sensational newspapers, the 
labor agitators, and the “financiers” who think that union laborers have no 
rights that bondholders need to respect, will only keep out of the way, it can 
be and probably will be arranged in a manner that will conserve the great 
general public interests involved. 


The appointment of Mr. George B. Cortelyou as secretary of the new 
department of commerce comes as the recognition of long and faithful service 
in a position requiring unusual tact and good judgment. The position of pri­ 
vate secretary to the president is one of great responsibility, and in his ser­ 
vice for Presidents McKinley and Roosevelt, Mr. Cortelyou has demonstrated 
his fitness and ability for a position of more open dignity and power. 
As first secretary of the new department Mr. Cortelyou will have an excep­ 
tional opportunity to make himself valuable, and the future work of this 
branch of the government will depend a good deal upon the way it is set to 
work in the beginning. 


The reappointment of Captain J. J. Lambert as register of the Pueblo 
land offlee is a deserved recognition of faithful service. 
Captain Lambert is 
well known as one of the best of the active newspaper workers of the Btate, 
and be has done much for the general Interests of Pueblo and for the Repub­ 
lican party in that city and the state. This is one of the federal appointments 
regarding which therfe has been very little difference of opinion, and the ap­ 
pointment will give very general satisfaction. 


LEGISLATIVE MILLIONAIRE MILLS. 
(By Phlneas*Fletcher.) 
In the making of millionaires and multi-millionaires the people of these free, 
glorious and independent states now outstrip those of any other nation in thè 
world. Far less than half a century ago, this great branch of industry was weak 
and straggling. 
It was hampered and oppressed in innumerable ways by an­

It is true that despite the obstacles in their way 
some few men specially favored of fortune, succeeded in accomplishing the very 
nearly impossible, but the number of them throughout the wide domains of all 
the statps and territories was not equal to that which can now be found on a 
select, residential block in one of the first class cities. 
The production of mil­ 
lionaires is truly tropical in its luxuriance, variety and multiplicity. 
In one 
great community alone, according to a standard statistical annual publication, 
the number of millionaires is equal to the size of a regiment of militia, and when 
the testam ent of one of them goos to the probate court several descendants of 
both sexes find their names in the plutocratic list, on which previous to that 
legal form ality the head of the fam ily alone glittered in all its golden glory. In 
these opening years of the century we have become not ony a wOrld power, but 
a millionaire money power unrivaled either in ancient or modern times. 
The main factor in the working out of this wonderful achievement of mil­ 
lionaire manufacture is in the loyal, unswerving support given to It by the peo­ 
ple through their <ompliant, faithful senators and representatives in congress, 
their vast army of law-givers in the legislatures of five and forty sovereign 
states and in the thousands of municipal councils that so sedulously guard the 
public welfare in every chartered community throughout the republic. 
To ac­ 
complish the ends in view no more perfect system of governmental machinery 
was ever devised. 
Under the sleepless, ever-vigilant supervision or the most 
forceful “leaders” and “bosses” that can be found, it moves with a precision 
as certain in Its results as that of the laws which govern the universe. The zeal 
and devotion of these mechanicians to the trust reposed in them are without 
parallel in any field of human action; while the ingenuity they exercise in the 
discharge of their congenial labors, the skill with which they m anage the in­ 
strum entalities presented to them, wouifl put to blush the most dexterous jugglers 
that ever bewildered a concourse of credulous spectators.

The classification of each and every one of them 
is as accurately defined as that of the dog star or the pointers of the Great Bear 
in the astronomical heavens. One Is radiant in the realm of railroads. Another 
is supreme in the empire of steel, with all its kindred combinations in metallurgy. 
A m ighty coalition commands coal. 
Banks and banking have their political 
brigadiers; inining of the precious and useful metals have their m agnates; ev­ 
ery department, in fact, of the strenuous life of the new age is under the control 
of captains of industry more daring and dashing than ever sailed the Spanish 
seas in the days of C ortei and Kidd. 
The objective point of all this titanic endeavor is the fostering of the industry 
of millionaire making against which the fathers of the 
republic 
w ith 
their 
ludicrous theories of government so resolutely set their faces. In their day they 
had. It is true, the unanimous support of the few millions of people who then 
made up the republic, but what of it? Those early Americans lived in days of 
darkness and illusion before the telegraph, the telephone, the railroad and .the 
political boss were discovered. 
They had curious notions about equal 
rights. 
They had visionary theories about the concession of special privileges to the 
few, which. In our wondrous development, have been cast aside as-w orthless. 
The millionaire-m aking mills are working everywhere on full tim e and thé peo­ 
ple are invited to be happy.

THE GIRL WHO CANNOT COOK. 
(By Alfred Cecil.) 
Among preachers short of subjects for a sensational ser­ 
mon, reformers whom a public, weary of their fads and 
theories of human regeneration, have frowned into silence, 
and the great mob of notoriety seekers in general, the fash­ 
ion Just now seems to be to inveigh against the girl of the 
period. 
In this they evince a certain unwonted soundness 
of judgment, for girls are at all times and under all cir­ 
cumstances the most interesting objects in the world. Men 
and women alike delight in talking and reading about them, 
their beauty and accomplishments, their engagements and 
their marriages, adventures and misadventures, triumphs 
and defeats, joys and sorrow's and whatever else of com­ 
edy or tragedy, shadow or sunshine, enters into their lives. 
To this universal interest in the fairest part of creation 
we owe the Niagara of dissertation that now tumbles upon 
us from pulpit and platform with all its phosphorescent 
froth and foam. 
Day after day come homilies and philip­ 
pics about the girls who smoke the soothing cigarette, who 
gamble, who aip too deep of the sparkling champagne and 
plunge into a hundred other follies and indiscretions. P os­ 
sibly there are young women In society and out of it that 
thus offend, but that they are the majority or anywhere 
near it of the young womanhood of the time no one can be 
made to believe. 
The category of accusation is not, however, confined to 
the above mentioned list of high crimes and misdemeanors 
on the part of the daughters, sisters, sweethearts and 
wives-to-be of the republic. 
From out the w est comes a 
scorching indictment of the girl who cannot or will not 
cook. The framer of it writes the word reverend before his 
name, and in his canonical opinion the girl who does not 
possess this indispensable accomplishment, as he character- 
izes it, is not “a true woman.” 
He will undoubtedly find 
the majority of men to agree with him. But If he searches 
long and far enough he will discover a great army of dis­ 
senters. not only among wom*n but among his own sex. 
Cooking, I know, has been elevated by many to the dignity 
of one of the fine arts and great chefs are paid as much. 
If not more, than great preachers whose duty it is to feed 
the souls of men on the spiritual fare which will insure 
them a fflereafter of never-ending bliss. But notwithstand­ 
ing all that has been said and written and that will yet be 
written and said in its praise, cookery is to be detested as 
a steady occupation, and as a form of amusement it has 
little or nothing to recommend or make It attractive. Near­ 
ly everything about it is coarse and even debasing. Many 
women declare they like it, but I doubt their sincerity. 
It 
ministers to the comfort of their lords, and the scant praise 
they occasionally receive for the weary hours spent in the 
midst of pots and pans is gratifying to their pride. In mak­ 
ing others happy they find happiness, but the price paid for 
it, is Indeed high. 
The modern girl, blessed be her good sense, takes a dif­ 
ferent view of things culinary. 
No kitchen for her if she 
can help it. Pounding a typewriter is infinitely more profit­ 
able and elevating than beating up pancake batter. Straw­ 
berry shortcake is delicious, but the making of it is far less 
alluring than the sw ift transcription of the spoken word 
into the shorthand symbol. W hat girl of genius would not 
prefer painting to pie-m aking? Ip the lexicon of the bright 
twentieth century young woman, the word kitchen Is not 
to be found, and although the wisdom of all the sages is 
against her, she is right. Masculine glorification of cookery 
Is founded on selfishness. Never, as a rule, is man so happy 
as when he is being fed, course after course, for hours at 
a time. Dining is one of the chief ends of his existence, but 
unlike the nobler anim als of the forest he Is too indolent to 
prepare his own meal. 
Abolish cookery? 
Not at all. 
I 
would have It improved and perfected In every-way possi­ 
ble. 
Those who pursue It as an avocation should be paid 
the highest compensation given to skilled labor. 
But the 
millions of women now wearing out their lives in Its dreary 
drudgery should be emancipated from the repellant slavery 
it entails. And the reform will come some day. W hy should 
not one well-equipped kitchen be sufficient for all the peo­ 
ple on a block? This Is the age of combination and co-op­ 
eration. Nowhere is it more seeded than in this great de­ 
partment of civilization. 
And the girl who can’t cook is 
hastening It along. Let us salute her as one of the greatest 
i of reformers. 


IS RELIGIOUS FAITE DECLINING?

Broadly speaking, modern scientists may be divided into 
tw o classes—those who believe in an overruling Providence 
and those who are professed atheists or agnostics. To the 
latter class and their followers Is m ainly due the persistent 
and industrious dissemination of the fallacy that religious 
faith is on the wane, and that it is only a question of time 
until Christianity shall lose its hold upon the minds of men 
and give place to the religion of nature, whatever that may 
mean. 
They dogm atically assert that the foundations of 
the faith which supplanted paganism and has swayed the 
world through so many centuries, have been nearly over­ 
turned, that the Inspired authority upon which they rest 
is proved to be no authority at all. Now all this is a bald 
assumption. And, moreover, instead of being new it is very, 
very old. 
In the 19 centuries and more of its existenre. 
Christianity has been engaged in constant battle for its 
very existence, and ever and alw ays it has come out vic­ 
torious. Not to go back into the morning of history and to 
keep measurably near our own day, there w as the era of 
Vojtaire and the French cyclopedlsts. W hat has become of 
th a t "revolution,” as it was called, which w as to sweep 
everything before it? Macaulay, in his essay on Frederick 
the Great, sums up the work of Voltaire in these words: 
“Voltaire has bequeathed to us not a single doctrine to be 
called by his name, not a single addition to the stock of our 
positive knowledge.” And again, in his esaay on Addison, 
the English historian writes of the French philosopher, who 
was. in his day the foremost foe of C h r i s t i a n i t y , as follows: 
“Voltaire vpnerated nothing. 
Neither in the masterpieces 
of art nor in the purest examples of virtue neither in the 
Great First Cause nor in the awful enigma of the grave, 
could he see anything but subjects for drollery. 
The more 
solemn and august the theme, the more monkey-like was 
his grimmaclng and chattering.” The modern Voltaires can 
read in the fate of their great predecessor the prophecy of 
their own. 
Never in all the ages has Christianity 
been 
stronger, 
greater, more powerful than it is in these opening years of 
the twentieth century. 
The bible holds its place as the 
book of largest paid circulation in the world. More millions 
of people read it and cherish it than ever before, and it is 
printed in more languages and dialects than any volume 
that was ever written. The proofs that C hristianity is, as 
it should be and will be, the supreme spiritual and moral 
force in the world, are written in letters of light all over 
the republic. 
Every Christian denomination within 
our 
borders has grown with the growth of the nation and in­ 
creased with its strength. Take, for instance, the millions 
of dollars our Methodist brethren have just succeeded in 
raising to advance the splendid works they have in hanrt 
and in contemplation. 
H as not their success sent a thrill 
through all the religious world? 
So vast an amount of 
money, contributed in, comparatively speaking, small sums, 
is one of the greatest events in the annals of protestantism. 
It proves the vitality of the creed which 
John 
Wesley 
*ke humble and the lowly, not the great one* 
of the earth, as his first followers. 
W hat signs or symp* 
toms of decay are to he seen or discovered in the episcopal 
nody. 
Not one. Its communicants are constantly increas- 
Its growth is steady and assured. A t no period in its 
history have its activities in all that goes to the advance­ 
ment and amelioration of humanity been greater and more 
beneficent than they are now. 
The zeal of Its divines in 
this country, at least, excites 
the 
admiration 
of rival 
churches, while the devotion of its adherents is as a great 
light in the murky atmosphere of irreligion and unbelief. 
Not a single one of the grand divisions of Christianity is 
rclllng behind in the race. 
Presbyterians, Baptists, Con- 
gregationallsts—all these denominations are full of energy 
and life, and are waging gallant warfare against the indife

materialism of the age. The ohureh of Rome? 
It still flourishes with a vigor that shows little or no diminu» 
n- 7’ru<?t. the papacy has been deprived o f the temporal 
power It wielded through ao many centuries, but its spiritual 
remains unimpaired.

SHOULD GO TIP UTE PASS. 


Jam es W . Abbott of Denver, who lec­ 
tured before the Good Roads associa­ 
tion in Perkins hall last evening, spoke 
very interestingly to a Gazette man 
yesterday upon his specialty of good 
roads. 
Mr, Abbott said: “There never 
was a tim e in th e history of the coun­ 
try when th e subject of good roads 
received the attention now being given 
to, it. 
Good roads are on the boom. 
The national and international conven­ 
tion of good roads which w ill be held 
at St. Louis in connection w ith the 
official opening o f the fair in April will 
be of the greatest benefit to the cause. 
Everyone interested in the subject of 
highw ay Improvement in this and ad­ 
jacent countries w ill receive an official 
invitation to be present at this con­ 
vention.” 


In speaking o f the proposed boule­ 
vard from Denver to the Royal Gorge, 
Mr. Abbott said: “The two great cities 
of Colorado are and always w ill be 
Denver and Pueblo, and they should 
be connected by a great highway, but 
the national road, the road from the 
A tlantic you w ant to have go through 
Colorado, and the way to cross the 
m ountains w ith that great pike is not 
by way of the Arkansas valley. 
There 
is only one route for such a road to 
pursue and th at is up your wonderful 
U tc pass. 
That is the route laid out 
by nature and every tourist using the 
national highw ay for traveling would 
prefer that route. The road would then 
go through South park and on to Lead- 
ville. 


“In New York state the Armstrong 
act appropriates the sum of $l,500,uuu 
to be expended upon good roads, upon 
the basis of the state paying 50 per 
cent, the county 35 per cent and the 
town 15 per cent of the cost of road 
improvement. 
Under 
this 
law 
for 
every dollar spent by the state another 
is spent by the other interests bene^ 
flted. 
Therefore the ?1,500,000 appro­ 
priated has resulted in the expenditure 
of $3,000,000 in road building. 
This 
amount has built 355 miles of new road 
in the state. 


“An im portant feature of the present 
movem ent for good roads is the agita­ 
tion being made by the motor vehicle 
interests for long cross-country high' 
ways. 
It is an interesting fact that 
the first national highway should be 
also the best exam ple of long-distance 
road building this side of the water. 
The national road from Cumberland, 
Md., over the Alleghanies and alm ost 
to St. Louis, built in the early days 
of our country’s 
history, was built 
after European models and is the best 
exam ple of long-distance construction 
that we have.” 


Mr. Abbott believes that bituminous 
macadam is the solution of the road- 
m aking problem 
and 
that oil rock 
gives the results desired. 
The only 
question was as regards the relative 
m erits of Colorado 
oil rock, which 
com es from a paraffin base, or the Cal­ 
ifornia product, which has an asphalt 
base. 
He said there was absolutely 
no question as to the value of oil rock 
as a road-m aking material. 
The ques­ 
tion was in regard to its being econom ­ 
ically obtained and laid. 
Mr. Dana, 
who was present at the m eeting, which 
took ,place in the office of President 
Donaldson, had sam ples of the oil rock 
which he desires to have tested in this 
city and Mr. Abbott said this material 
would give us good streets if it could 
be transported here at favorable rates.

DIED YESTERDA’- . 


Judge John B. C ochran, one o f the 
oldest and m ost respected of the legal 
fraternity of th is city, died a t his resi­ 
dence, N o. 506 N orth P in e Btreet, y e s ­ 
terday afternoon. 
Ju dge C ochran had 
been in 111 h ealth for m any m onths and 
Ills death w hile not u nexpected 
will 
com e as a shook to his m any friends. 


The d eceased w as born in L exington, 
K y.. June 16, 1824, and in th at sta te he 
grew to m anhood, in his young and v ig ­ 
orous life tak in g activ e part in the 
m any episodes m ost m arked in the h is- ! 
tory of his n ative state. 
H e atten d ed j 
T ran sylvan ia u n iversity at L exington, I 
the sam e in stitu tion of w hich Jeffer- I 
son D avis, afterw ard president of the 
confederacy, w as a grad u ate and w as 
the contem porary of m an y men then 
and since distin gu ished in the n ation ’s 
history. 


A lthough a descendant of and related 
to som e of the m ost prom inent of so u th ­ 
ern fam ilies, Judge C ochran’s Sym pa­ 
thies at the tim e o f the rebellion w ere 
stron gly w ith the union. 
A part of his 
Inheritance w as a num ber of slaves. 
T hese he volu n tarily freed and a s a 
m em ber of the K entu ck y legislatu re of 
1861 he voted a gain st the ordinance of 
secession th us aid in g in keeping th at 
im portant border sta te on the loyal 
side. 


D uring his residence in 
K entucky. 
Judge C'ochran acted a s a ssista n t 
to 
h is brother, then probate ju dge of the 
L ou isville district, 
In 
th a t 
cap acity 
h earing and deciding m an y of th e m ost 
im portant ca ses com ing before th a t tri­ 
bunal. H e w as the a sso cia te and friend 
o f Senator B laekburn, C olon el H enry 
W atterson and m any other not#d K en ­ 
tuckians. 


C om ing to Colorado Springs in 1880 he 
a t once took a prom inent p lace 
a t 
th e bar and h as freq u en tly been 
en ­ 
gaged in th e Im portant litigation of 
th e local courts. 
H is son, John C och­ 
ran, now deceased, w as d istrict a tto r­ 
n ey o f th is d istrict from 1892 to 1805. 
A nother son. J. A ddison Cochran w as 
form erly p ostm aster and city treasurer 
o f Colorado C ity. Judge C ochran h im ­ 
self w as referee in b ankruptcy for E l 
P aso cou n ty fpr four years, 


A h ost of personal and p rofessional 
friends w ill m ourn the d eath of one of 
th* m ost lovable and respected <tt th eir 
num ber.

The city council last night decided to 
adopt the recom mendations of the water 
committee, presented by 
Alderman 
St. 
John several nights ago. 


The adoption of the report was in the 
form of a motion to issue $409,000 worth 
of bonds for the purpose of extending the 
w ater system of the city. 
The original 
recommendation w as for an appropriation 
o f $410,123 but the council decided to cut 
this figure down to $409,000 even. 
The 
money from the bond issue will be applied 
as follows:—$15,00 
for 
construction 
and 
extension in the city proper; $116,200 for 
the construction of reservoir 
No. 4-B; 
$25.000 for the construction of reservoir No. 
5; 
$62.e00 for the St. John tunnel. The 
last three sum s are for the utilization of 
the Seven L akes site. The sum of $306,000 
w as appropriated for the new 24-16 pipe 
line to be used In connection with the new 
Seven Lakes system . This m akes the to­ 
tal of $409,000 for the w ater system .

The bill promises to provoke 
one of the liurdest fights of the ses- 
sion, not on its adoption, as every mem- 
ber o£ tlie house seems to be in favor 
of an eight-hour law, but as to its

ber of people thought the consideration 
of the measure would be begun this 
morning.

«iKncd by 1!00 citizens, asking the pas- 
sage of house bill No. 45, by Mr. Smith, 
which grants to employes the right of 
controlling hospital and relief assocla- 


Under the consideration of third read- 


ing. the house passed the Moler bill 
which regulates the hours. of employ r 
ment for women and children .in fac- 
tories and shops and the Ryan bill es- 
tablishing a state board of stock- in- 
spection. House bill No. 135, by Mr. 
Belford, providing for the branding arid 
marking of live stock, was sent back to 
the committee of the whole for amend- 


it \vas at this point that Chairman 


Klmball ot the mines and mining com- 
mittee arose and stated that that com- 
mittee was ready to report on the eight- 
Imurs laws whioh had been before it 
for consideration. During the reading 
of the three reports, the friends of each 
menrmrn were so Intent upon , gaining 
the speaker's attention in order to move 
that their specific measure be adopted, 
that their actions were really, amusing.

•nor is it a "lock-out" on the part of 
the company. A new phrase for such 
conditions must be framed. It is an 
endeavor on the part of men In no 
way connected with the company, a 
part of whom are employed by other 
companies and a part of whom are 
out of employment, to prevent the 
employes of the company from work- 
ing. 


After the committee which called, 
as above stated, had been Informed 
that the ultimatum would not be 
considered, they proceeded to Colo- 
rado City, gathered their forces to- 
gether and endeavored to prevent, 
by threats and otherwise, the em- 
ployes of the company from return- 
ing to work. These methods have 
been pursued from that time to the 
present. -Some men have been as- 
saulted and beaten on their way to 
or from the. mill. 
On 
Monday a 


number of'men who had been work- 
ing in the sampling department of 
the. mill, and who desired to con- 
tinue work but who did not report 
for duty. Informed the foreman of 
their department .that they desired to 
return to work if they could be pro- 
tected in going, and coming. Ar- 
rangements were made to 
furnish 
this protection, but before the es- 
cort arrived at the house of these 
employes, representatives 
of 
the 


union, as the company is informed, 
called upon these men and informed 
them that'lf they returned to work 
under guard or otherwise, 
their 
houses would be burned down in 
then- absence. This is1 one instance, 
but threats and Intimidation of va- 
.rious kinds have been employed and 
are being employed to prevent men 
from working, who are entirely con- 
tent, as' we have stated. Many of 
the men who are thus seeking to 
prevent 
the company's employes 


from pursuing their work have never 
been employed in any mill in Colo- 
rado City, In fact, have never been 
employed in or near this locality, and 


' .have been brought here evidently for 
the simple purpose of assisting in 


the intimidation. The mill is never- 
theless running to nearly its full ca- 
pacity and anyone who chooses may 
ascertain for himself that the men 
at work are anxious to remain there 
and are satisfied with their treat- 
ment from the company. 


Let it be distinctly remembered 
that the employes of this company 
made no complaint and make none 
at 
the present 
time. Notwith- 


standing what has 
recently ap- 


peared in certain papers, the man- 
agement has never declared itself, 
opposed to labor unions, and that 
question is not involved in the pres- 
ent controversy so far as the com- 
pany Is concerned. It Is opposed to 
the methods of Colorado City Mill & . 
Smeltermen's union No. 125 for the * 
reasons above stated. 
The demand made by strangers 
was for a raise In wages ranging 
from 15 to 39 per cent, a larger por- 
tion of the labor being under the 
class where the demand was for a 
39 per cent increase. The men now 
work eight hours per day, and no 
man receives less than $1.80 per day, 
notwithstanding recent statements , 
to the contrary, and wages range 
from this up to $3.50 per day. 
The company further desires to 
say that no one of its employes 
ever came to it with a grievance 
that was not carefully and respect- 
fully considered, and repeats that at 
the time of the initiation of the 
present 
difficulties no dissatisfac- 


tion whatever existed among Us 
employes. It is difficult to under- 
stand how anyone, under these con- 
ditions, can criticise the compa.ny 
for its endeavor to protect its em- 
ployes In the pursuit of their labor. 
This the company will endeavor to 
rto and believes that by the proper ' 
aid of the civil authorities it will be 
permitted to accomplish It. The 
management understands fully the 
influence which such threats as are 
being made have upon Its men but 
desires to assure them that no ef- 
fort upon Its part will be spared in 
its endeavor to protect them in their 
desire to provide for themselves a.nd 
their families. 
No one who now 
sees trouble and idleness before him 
regrets more than does the company 
that strangers to both should have 
felt called upon to precipitate such 
a condition. 
Sheriffs Office Not Anxious. 


In regard to the strike situation Un- 


dcrsheriff Grimes said last evening to 
a Gazette reporter: "The strike situa- 
tion at the reduction works is quiet and 
satisfactory in so far as this office is 
Informed and believes.' We have a line 
on things out there and think there 
need .be no further apprehension of se- 
rious trouble. 
The eight union men 


who were at work in the mills walked 
out a few days since and it was feared 
that trouble and perhaps bloodshed 
would ensue, but happily nothing of 
the kind has happened, nor do we con- 
sider it likely will happen.! 
"Things of that sort," continued the 


undershoriff, "usually occur in the mad 
excitement of a moment and rarely 
or never if time is taken for reflection.

STATEHOOD AMENDMENT TO 


POSTOFFICE APPROPRIATIONS 
By Associated Press. 


Washington. Feb. 18.—Senator Mason, 


from the committee on postofftces and 
post roads, today reported the poatofflee 
appropriation bill. In addition to the 
amendment providing for the admission 
of Oklahoma, Arizona and New Mexico 
as states, the bill makes changes relat- 
ing to the conduct of the' postofflce 
department. The statehood amendment 
is somewhat different from the state- 
hood bill, as Arizona is the first of the 
territories mentioned in the amendment 
whereas it is the last mentioned in the 
bill. The transposition was made in or- 
der to give Arizona the benefit of the 
first vote in case of a division on the 
question, 
lows: 


The amendments are as fol- 


"Increasing the aggregate amount to 


be paid as salaries to postmasters to the 
extent of $753,000. There is a general 


increase of the salaries of assistant 
postmasters. The appropriation for the 
purchase and, rental of canceling ma- 
chines Is increased from $190,000 to $210,- 
000. 
The aggregate appropriation for 


free delivery service is $19,028,800, an in- 
crease of $1,598,360. Authority Is, given 
to employ automobiles as well as horses 
in the postal service, and there is an 
appropriation of $100,000 for this pur- 
pose. 
Ten division superintendents in 


the rural free delivery service are al- 
lowed, instead of sefen as in the houso 
bill, and the total appropriation for 
that service is placed at $12,626,500, In- 
stead of $9,529,400, as In the house bill. 


The salary of superintendent of rail-' 


way mail service is increased from $3,500 
to S4.500 and that of his chief assistant 
from $3,000 to $3,500. The appropriation 
for this service is increased to a, total 
of $11,933,301.

It almost seems Impossible that 
such things could have taken place. 
For Instance, look at this," said he,

from the 
Smith-Brooks Printing company's bill." 
"Here is ah Item for the 3,000 biennial 
reports for the state boards of health. 
The cost is $3,177.77. That is more than 
$1 a book. Just think of that. If only 
a small number of books were printed 
there might have been some excuse for 
charging that rate, but when they are 
ordered by the thousands, only mini- 
mum prices should be paid, I don't 
think I exaggerate when I say that al- 
most any printer In the state would 
pave been glad to get the order for 20 
cents a book. Of course, the various 
departments ;also may be subject to 
criticism. For example; the board of 
health ordered'In one year 94,000 death 
certificates. What do you suppose was 
wanted with all those? 
That many 
people would not die In this state in 
20 years.

Denver, Feb. 16.—Tha one feature of 
today's session of the legislature was 
the statement of .T. C. Osgood, chair- 
man of the board of directors ot the 
Colorado Fuel & Iron company, which 
he made before the houso committee 
on mines and .mining;, relative to the 
enactment of an efght-hour labor law. 
Mr. Osgood addressed the committee 
something like 30 minutes. Ills state- 
ments were very conservative. He stat- 
ed that counting from the date of the 
beginning of the business of the Colo- 
rado Fuel & Iron company in Colorado 
to the present time, the company had 
not realized over an annual dividend of 
1 per cent on Its common stock; that 
sln.ce Its organization in the stale, the 
company had had many problems to 
solve, and had tried to solve them 
for the Interests of the state, as well 
as the individual owners of the corpora- 
tion, but If an eight-hour law was put 
into practice, it would prove the most 
difficult problem with which the com- 
pany has yet been.called upon to deal. 
He said there was no intention of clos- 
ing down the C. F. & I. company's 
works if It could possibly be avoided, 
and probably such a step could be 
avoided1 during the present prosperous 
times, even if an eight-hour law was 
In effect, but if the existing prosper- 
ous condition was to change to one of 
depression, no matter how slight, It 
would necessarily follow that one of 
three things must happen, namely: the 
men would have to take less wages for 
their work, the consumer pay more for 
the product, or the company(suspend 
business. He said In part: 
"Gentlemen of the committee, I thank 


you for this opportunity to address you. 
I shall try to be brief and to the point. 
I have caused to be brought into the 
state of Colorado between $50,000,000 and 
$60,000,000 of capital to be used In 
the 
development and upbuilding of Colo- 
rado, and I am the one delegated to 
represent that capital before you in the 
discussion of the pending measure. I 
also, by reason of having this capital 
In charge, employ something over 17,- 
000 men. In all of my Colorado business 
career, I have tried never to lose sight 
of the Interests of both the capital and 
the men. These two Interests must be 
Identical if the state and its business 
Interests prosper. The constitutional 
amendment providing for this law did 
not receive a majority by the voters 
of the state. Out of a voting popula- 
tion of 190,000, only 72,000 voted for It. 
The measure was discussed very little 
before the election. It was a good vote 
gatherer and either party was afraid 
not to Include It In its platform. The 
people voted 'on It without full knowl- 
edge of the results that would accrue. 
The fact that It was indorsed by both 
parties prevented -the fullest 
discus- 
sions of its merits. In the ,minds of 
most men there 'Is a feeling tending to- 
ward -the reduction of the hours of 
labor. Most of us would be glad to see 
the hours of labor reduced, but legis- 
lation Is not the manner in vf*ich such 
a reduction must be made. The men 
themselves will not 
be benefited 
by 
this law should It be enacted. I grant 
you 'that my point of view is, of course, 
somewhat prejudiced, inasmuch as I 
represent 
capital. There have been 
men who appeared before you who tes- 
tified on the side of labor and it there- 
fore falls upon rne to give you

jvlews of the Investor. This question 
Is the most serious one that has come 
before us since 1893.

'on the theory that some employments 
are unconstitutional. The Utah consti- 
tution has clauses covering those fea- 
tures,'but ours, as adopte'd last fall, is 
a much more drastic measure. 
This 
constitutional amendment was passed 
without investigation as to the condi- 
tions existing in the mines of our state 
The statement was ;simply made tha 
they were unhealthfiU, arid, as it was 
"made, applied to practically all of the 
men in the mines and ..smelters. This 
is not correct, and had the .trouble'been 
taken to Investigate it, you 
peoplr 


would see the truthfulness of my state 
ments. I have been In the mines, anc 
am familiar with them. I know many 
men who ha.ve worked In them from 
30 to 35 years, and whb'are still healthy 
There la no prevalent sickness among 
miners. They are not subject to any 
one disease. There used to be miners', 
"asthma, but with the improved methods 
of ventilation, this has disappeared. 
"It is claimed by these men that the 


day should be divided l»tb three pe- 
riods: eight hours' work, eight hours' 
sleep, eight hours enjoyment. If you 
have the right to say a man must work 
eight hours and no more, you also have 
the right to say that he must spend 
eight hours and no,more In enjoyment. 
It mightv be carried still farther and 
claim that you have the right to say 
that he must spend, eight hours and 
no more in bed, in attempt to sleep 
whether ho wanted to or not. Such a 
law is the grossest interference with 
personal liberty. Not one of you gentle- 
men could have achieved the success 
you now have if the law had said you 
should labor only eight hours in each 
24 
I do not believe, gentlemen, that 


It is constitutional. I believe you are 
infringing on the liberty of the people. 
You have not attempted to find out 
whether or not the work is unhealthy. 
What physician or what man has ad- 
vised that eight hours' labor will keep 
the men healthy? Why don't you say 
six hours? Why make it the arbitrary 
eight? Gentlemen, the question 
of 
health is only a subterfuge, merely to 
meet the constitutional claim. I .con- 
tend that these men do not work over 
eight hours a day, They are on duty 
12 hours but they spend much of the 
time sitting around talking, etc. If you 
decide that the coal mining is un- 
healthy, you should pass a different law 
for the drivers. If you are going to 
establish arbitrary rules, regulated on 
healthfullness, then state how long these 
drivers should work. 
"But, gentlemen of the committee, 
there is another and higher principle 
that enters into this, The very nature 
of the coal rnlnine business makes it 
such that the men must be paid by 
the amount mined.

JAMES R. GARTxELD TO BE 
CORPORATION COJOUSSINBB

. Washington, Feb. 
16,—It was 
an- 
nounced at the White house today that 
President Roosevelt 
would appoint 
James It. Garfiold of Ohio, commis- 
sioner of corporations under the act 
creating the new department of com- 
merce. Mr. Garfield Is a son of the 
late President Garfield and is at present 
a member of the civil service commis- 
sion. 
Mr. Garfield is an Ohioan by birth 
and residence. 
For some time the president has had 


him under consideration for the po- 
sition of commissioner ot corporations, 
which is regarded as second only to the 
secretary in independence and, power 
in the new department. 
T,he law pro- 
vides that the commissioner shall have 
authority to make, under direction of 
the secretary, "diligent investigation in- 
to the organization, conduct and man- 
agement of the business of any corpor- 
ation, joint stock company or corporate 
combination engaged 
in 
commerce 


among the'aeverul states and with for- 
eign nations,-excepting common 
car- 
riers subject to 'an act to regulate,com- 
merce,1 approved February 4, 18S7, and 
to gather such Information and data 
as will enable the president 
of 
the 


United States to make recommenda- 
tions to congress for legislation for the 
regulation of such commerce, and to" 
report such data to the president from 
time to time as he shall require." It 
also will be the duty of the coramls- 
tsioner of corporations to gather, corri- 
pile and publish useful Information con- 
cerning corporations doing business in 
the United States and engaged in inter- 
state or foreign commerce. Including 
corporations engaged In insurance. 
It is expected that the nomination Of 
Mr. Garfield will be sent to the, senate 
tomorrow. It is not unlikely that the ap- 
pointment of one or two other Offi- 
cials ot the new department may go 
to the senate at the same tlrne, • but 
that has not been determined ujton def- 
initely.

This commission will consist of two 


members, a Venezuelan and an Amerl 
can, to be appointed respectively by 
Presidents Castro and Roosevelt and in 
the event of disagreement an umpire ti 
be appointed by the queen of the Neth 
erlands. It is expected that the min- 
ister of foreign affairs will be appoint- 
ed as Venezuela's representative anc 
that either Mr. Bowen or Mr. Russell 
the United States charge, will be named 
to represent the United States. 

Baron Nevers, the minister of the 
Netherlands, called at the state de- 
partment today and gave notice of the

"Article 2—The commissioners or um- 
pire, as the case may be, shall inves- 
tigate and decide such claims upon 
such evidence or information only as 
shall be furnished by or on behalf of 
the respective governments. They shall 
be bound to receive and consider all 
written documents or statements which 
may be presented by them or on behalf 
of the respective governments in sup- 
port or in answer to any claim and to 
hear oral or written arguments made 
by the agent of each government on 
every claim. In case of the failure to 
agree in opinion upon any Individual 
claim, the umpire shall decide. 
"Every claim shall be formally pre- 


sented to the commissioners within 30

o be paid in equal moities by the con- 
racting parties. 
"Article 5—In order to pay the total 
mount of the claims to be adjudi- 
ated as aforesaid and other claims of 


citizens or subjects of other nations, 
the government of Venezuela shall set 
apart for this purpose and alienate to 
no other purpose beginning with the 
month of March. 1903, 30 per ce'nt in 
monthly payments of the customs reve- 
nues of La Quayra and Puerto Cabello 
and the payments thus set aside shall 
be divided and distributed in comform- 
ity with the decision of The Hague tri- 
bunal. 
- "In case of the failure to carry out 
the above agreement, Belgian officials 
shall be placed in charge of the cus- 
toms of the two ports and shall ad- 
minister them until the liabilities of the 
Venezuelan government In respect to 
the above claims shall have been dis- 
charged.

The Olive was a small single-screw 
steamer, owned by J. A. Prelow of 
Franklin, Va., and had been plying be- 
tween North Carolina and Virginia for 
several years. She left Franklin last 
evening for.Edenton and had almost 
reached her destination when the tor- 
nado struckiher. 


The eight men of the crew who put 
to sea in a lifeboat were rescued by a 
tug at a late hour tonight. 


It was learned tonight that a white 
man named Wilder of Coleraine, N. C., 
is also among the drowned, making- the 
18th victim.

HOUSE CONSIDERATION OF 


NAVAL APPROPRIATION BILL 
Washington. Feb. 17.—The, house to- 
day began consideration of the nava 
appropriation bill under the operation 
of a rule which,made the new legislation 
relative to an Increase of the personne 
of the navy and the naval academy in 
order. The general debate on the bill 
was without special feature. Mr. Little- 
field and Mr. Sulzer had an interesting 
clash before the naval bill was taken 
up, the former charging the latter with 
having perverted the record. 


Some little excitment was created in 


the house of representatives, just before 
that body convened today by the dis- 
covery of a slight blaze in the flooring 
of the east reserved gallery. The floor- 
:ng had become ignited from a defective 
flue in the Democratic cloak room and 
when discovered about 15 feet of the 
moulding was ablaze. The blaze was 
extinguished and the members suffered 
no Inconvenience when the house met.

Washington,' D. C., Feb. 10.—The recep- 


tion at the White house on Thursday 
evening, to the army and navy, brought 
to a close the formal receptions given 
during this season by the president and 
Mrs. Roosevelt. Invitations 
to v the 
army and navy reception are more 
eagerly sought after than to any of the 
other receptions, although the one to the 
diplomatic corps is supposed to be the 
most gorgeous and brilliant. At the 
diplomatic reception, the ambassadors, 
ministers and attaches of the various 
legations attend in the court costumes 
of ,their respective countries, and the 
show of gold lace, decorations and med- 
als is well worth seeing. The army and 
navy reception is also showy. All of 
the officers of the army and navy on 
duty In Washington are obliged to at- 
tend, and are obliged to wear the full 
dress .uniform of their rank. There is 
a large colony of retired army officers 
in Washington, and Uiese; with'their 
families and friends, invariably attend 
the army and navy reception. The 
pressure for Invitations to last week's 
reception ,was so great that the Jist had 
to be closed a week In advance. Over 
3,000 invitations were Issued, and. this 
means the attendance' of nearly 4,000 
guests, for about one-third of those in- 
vited take the privilege of bringing an 
additional guest, without the formality 
of an Invitation. The attendance at this 
last reception was away beyond the ca- 
pacity, of the White house for the com- 
fort of the guests, and those w.ho^re- 
ceived them. 


The congressional reception has long 
been noted on account of the absence of 
members of congress in whose honor it 
is given. Out of the 440 members' of 
congress, not more than 75 or 100 at- 
tended, and it is a rare thing, indeed, 
to meet any of the distinguished mem- 
bers of the house or. senate at a con- 
gressional reception. 
Although the 
tickets entitling the guests to admis- 
sion to the White housearemarked "Not 
transferrable," those sent to members 
of congress, who do not attend, find 
their way.into the hands of their secre- 
taries, or perhaps, to visiting constitu- 
ents, and so the crowd Is not diminished 
by the failure of the invited guest to 
respond in person. As a typically demo- 
cratic affair, the congressional recep- 
tion can be heartily commended. Mem- 
bers of congress who do attend, decline 
to don dress suits, and many others 
attend also in like unconventional at- 
tire.

And without, 
of course, proposing to draw any com- 
parison, I daresay there are not a few 
citizens of Colorado Springs who'would 
prlve up with equal reluctance the notion 
of competing with other localities In the 
realm and manufactures and kilted in- 
dustries for the sake of greater success 
In the lines for which our town may be 
better fitted.

What these lines are is, I understand, 


to be discussed here tonight. The very 
few thoughts which I am able to con- 
tribute to the discussion, it should be 
understood, however absolutely 
ex- 


pressed, are intended more to- draw out 
the views of the other members of the 
club than as hard and fast conclusions 
of my own. 


When this town was 
started 
the 


thought of manufactures, - mills, fur- 
naces, etc., was not at all in the minds 
of the founders. Although the exist- 
ence of coal was known, they .considered, 
ns I do still, that manufacturing was 
not in the role in which this locality was 
fitted to excel: whereas, Pueblo, 
but 


forty miles distant, seemed particularly 
marked out for success in that line, as 
for example the smelting of ores. 


Until the development of Cripple 


Creek the question came up occasional- 
ly, but was scarcely raised with any 
seriousness. Those gold mines have of 
course added greatly to at least the 
rapidity of .our growth here. Fortu- 
nately for'.us'tbey are. forty miles away, 
and we-have.enjoyed, the; benefits with- 
out the self-evident'drawbacks. Manii- 
facturlng^llke most other pursuits riow- 
a-clays, requires to be carried on upqu 
a big scale to succeed. And if, as 1 
have assumed, Pueblo is better located 
for success In that line, it. would lie 
hopeless for Colorado Springs to enter 
the list against' a competitor so much 
better equipped to atfhin magnltuda>in 
such operations and situated so com- 
paratively near to us. , 
! 


An exception must be made of certain 


crafts not dependent on the scale of the 
works, or In which Immediate pr,b'x- 
imity to the home market is Important, 
and of others which are more or Jess 
independent of location. 
| 
The main question 
Is, however, 


whether the surrender of the prospect 
of manufactures and other rough i In- 
dustries should cause us to shed any 
tears. For one I think not! • Simply be- 
cause their existence here is Incom- 
patible with the prosperity of this town 
In the way in which we are sure—In 
which it is admittedly and unquestion- 
ably best fitted to excel. 
• 


When I was in the railway service and 


was looking around, as one must In a 
new and unpeopled country! for ways 
of creating traffic, I have often sought, 
in prospecting new lines of railroad or 
after opening them,'for a point where 
another Colorado Springs-sort-of-place 
could with any hope of success what- 
ever be planted. I have studied out 
this question in the Rocky mountain 
country over a large area north, south, 
nnd especially southward of us, but was 
never able to find the spot." 
I will not occupy time now getting 


forth what these elements'are. We all 
know them and believe that in regard 
to them or their combination, 'Colorado 
Springs is "sul generis." While con- 
ceding our Inferiority in some dther 
matters, here We clafm the highest su- 
periority. Some of these attributes are 
Inalienable, but others we may be rpb- 
hcd of. 


When I look down from the mesa or 


the. mountain side at Glen Eyrie on 
this town and its valley, on more days 
than otherwise, and see what an atmos- 
phere you are living in, I realize that 
I he robbery is not only begun, but Is 
fairly well along towards consumma- 
tion. IB it not time -that Colorado 
Springs should make a stand and say

that "He who steals my purse steals 
trash, but he that filches from me my 
'good air' 'robs me of that which not 
enriches him, but makes me poor .in- 
deed." 


My old comrade. Governor Hunt, was 
wont to declare from the earliest days 
that the climate was one of the best re- 
sources of 
Colorado—and' Governor 
Adams, in an eloquent inaugural a few 
years ago, said that "climate and 
scenery are valued beyond many rer 
sources that have dimension and grav- 
ity. Some day this climate (of Colo- 
rado) will be recognized as an asset, as 
real and tangible as the product of field 
or mine." 
' 


True it Is not necessary to depreciate 


other elements in'order to exalt these. 
But where, as In our view, we have at 
Colorado Springs a distinct superiority 
in some of the rarest and most im- 
portant requirements which go to the 
making of desirable homes and 
the, 
living of satisfactory 
lives 
by 
the 
Genus Homo—resources which cannot, 
if we justly appreciate them, be ex- 
hausted by use or the lapse of time. 
I humbly submit tbat it may not be 
wise to allow them to be imperiled for 
ths chances of further prosperity from 
conditions which are hostile to this, 
"our sure foundation." 


The 
Views of Mr. 
Donaldson 


In my opinion the citizens of Colo- 


rado Spring's cannot do better than fol-, 
low the lines of development suggested 
and carried out by the original founders 


of this city. Ample evidences of their 
forethought are shown by the selection 
of the site, and by the liberality in the 
.planning and platting of this city. A

• Hciuor clause which is inserted in every 
deed of transfer. 
The fact that the 
•original owners are still the possessors 
of large tracts of land and are not look- . 
ing for quick returns or large profits,

ment. .1 do not mean to. say that there 
are not men In this community who

Colorado Springs is but 26 years'old, 


•'arid1 Its growth has .been'remarkable. I 
do not refer to .the rapid .increase! of 
population alone but'to the character of 
tlje improvements which indicate that 
the population Is made up.of peojile of 
taste,' refinement and Intelligence. The 
.climate Is the 'greatest inducement we 
• 
have to offer. 
Visitors to Colorado 
Springs, however, are airfavorubly -iiri-

In developing the city • the best • re- 
' suits, I think, can be obtained by induc- 


« ing the residents 
to beautify ' their 


grounds, pay more attention to side- 
walks, weed out and do a.way with 
;' 
wooden ditch boxes, which are con- 
stantly decaying, aim to replace "the 
plank crossings on the driveways,, and 
at the junction of streets, and also' do 
all in -their power to secure 
better 
streets and good driveways to the; re- 
sorts In the immediate vicinity of this 
•city. We have the'best natural. roads 
in the'world and attractive driveways 
can be made at less expense and the 
maintenance of these roads will be less 


,' than Is usually required for ordinary 


country roads. 


While on the subject of roads'und 
driveways. I want to call your attention 
to the dust nuisance, which I. consider 
"the most serious problem before us., at 
••present. Fortunately this nuisance can 
be -overcome; I* will require, 'however, 
' t h e concentrated action of all citizens 
who ace'sincerely interested In the fu- 
ture of this city. The Good Roads as- 
Hoclation is giving it a lot of 
: thought 


iincl attention and has for months been 


. investigating the use of oil for sprlnk- 
* ling purposes. If it is found that oil 
' cannot be used successfully, .a:.-vigorous 


effort should be made to have the streets 
properly watered. 


The combination'1 of climate and scen- 


ery is, I think, Colorado Springs' great- 
est drawing card, and. unless we make 


•' 
the most of it, other resorts that are 
loss attractive and better advertised 


«$* ' 


will secure the visitors and residents 
that we should get. The citizens as a 
whole are so well satisfied with our 
climate and surroundings that they con- 
clude Colorado Springs Is well known, 
all over the country. It mar be bet- 
ter known than other western resorts, 
still I think the proportion of people 
throughout the country who are famil- 
iar with conditions here is very small. 
Where is there any other city which 
can offer the same inducements as can 
be offered by Colorado Springs? 
The 
charming resorts within walking dis- 
tance of our hotels, the high class ho- 
tels'and clubs, the number and char- 
acter of our churches, the Institutions of 
learning, and in addition, the first-class 
trolley system that will take our visi- 
tors from the center of the city and 
deliver them In the heart of the Rockies 
within a .few minutes. 
, 
Several years ago President Siocum, 
one of our most progressive men, at- 
tempted to hasten the work of beautify- 
ing and developing our city through the 
Village Improvement society. The or- 
ganization of this society resulted in the 
formation of a large and enthusiastic 
club, with members from each ward in 
the, city. The result was that a little 
work was done here and there by the 
society, but owing to the fact that they 
attempted too much and it was diffi- 
cult to concentrate and expend money 
and work In any one locality without 
creating dissatisfaction among the resi- 
dents of some other district, the Village 
Improvement society naturally died. 
Hence, my experience justifies me in 
recommending that each block In the 
city should create its own village im- 
provement society, and thus assist in 
the proper development of the most 
proriilsing residence city in the country. 
In conclusion, I feel that the members 


of the. Winter Night club arc all deep- 
ly interested in the development of this 
city, and 1 cnn only urge that the mem- 
bers will all do their part, and just hero, 
I wm convinced that the best way for 
the progressive citizen to assist In this 
development, is to begin at homoi about 
his own house, his own sTdewalk and 
his own block, and thus set the example 
for his neighbor.

In addition to reading the paper by 


General Palmer. Mr. Louis R. Ehrich 
made a few remarks embodying sug- 
gestions for the improvement of the 
rity. He called attention to the fact 
that there were any number of matters 
upon which he would like to invite con-, 
sideration, but he would mention only 
three. 
First, ho thought the most honora- 


ble position In the city ought to be that 
of a member of the city council. He' 
believed that men who had been fortun- 
ate enough to gain a good competence, 
like Mr. Irving Howbert, \V. S. Jack- 
son, 
etc.. ought to be willing for the 
remainder of their lives to devote their 
best energies and best business judg- 
ment to the service of the city in which 
their fortunes have been made. 


Secondly, Mr. Ehrich maintained the 
city ought to have an art commission 
composed of men of recognized art 
taste, whose indorsement would be 
necessary before the plans for any pub- 
lic building could be adopted. He said 
such a commission should have been 
thought of before the plans for the 
county court house and the city hall had 
been accepted and that it was the acme 
of stupidity because a man had hap- 
pened to receive a few more votes than 
his competitor for office, to take It for 
granted that he should possess the art 
taste which would fit him to decide upon 
plans for public buildings, which we 
and generations, after us shall be com- 
pelled to use and look at. In this con- 
nection Mr. Ehrich told an anecdote re- 
lating to Professor Charles Eliot Nor- 
ton of Harvard, which showed how im- 
portant might be the artistic influence 
of a public building. 
Thirdly, Mr. Ehrich maintained that 
all good things would probably result 
if we could only create a 
sufficient 
amount of public spirit and love for the 
city. He said he should like to see in- 
stituted as a regular morning ceremony 
the reciting by the children in every 
public school in the city of some such 
similar pledge as this: "So long as 
Colorado Springs is my home I shall 
try to make the city as clean, as health- 
ful, as beautiful and as noble as possi- 
ble." Mr. Ehrich believed such a. pledge 
would sink deeply into the mind and 
heart of every child and would in the 
course of time take life and flame up 
into some measure of redemption.

Professor William. C. Sturgis of the 


forestry department of Tale university, 
who was present at the meeting, made 
a few extemporaneous remarks, highly 
complimentary to Colorado Springs. In 
opening Professor Sturgis said there 
was no city 
exactly 
like 
Colorado 
Springs In the country where climate, 
scenery and cultured society were so 
combined. He emphasized particularly 
the necessity of the Intellectual element 
in a city's advancement, dwelling'par- 
ticularly upon music, concerts and edu- 
cational institutions as factors in the 
development of any community. 
He 
said further that the people of this city 
did not sufficiently appreciate Colorado 
college. He ventured the prediction 
that in 10 years we would have in.this 
city a college that would rival Yale or 
Harvard. Another matter which Pro- 
fessor Sturgis touched upon was the In- 
jurious effect of the large advertising 
bill boards which are such a nuisance In 
the east.1 He said that now was the 
time to nip this abuse In tha bud here 
as It has not yet reached alarming pro- 
portions. He suggested the taking of 
steps to prevent their erection in this 
vicinity. 
He called attention to the 
fact that the route of the Short Line 
had already been Invaded and expressed 
the hope that our wonderful mountain 
scenery would not be permitted to be 
marred by these devices of the adver- 
tising man. 


Mr. Leonard E. Curtis discussed the 
mutilation of trees in the city by the 
official pruner. He condemned the cus- 
tom of having the pruning done by a 
blanket contract, calling attention to 
the fact that a man receiving 51 for 
every tree pruned would naturally take 
a cut at every tree on the street In or- 
der to swell his fees. After Mr. Curtis 
finished speaking, several present ex- 
pressed themselves as fully 
agreeing 
with him in the matter. The wholesale 
trimming of trees ns being done under 
a contract let by the chairman of the 
street committee was universally con- 
demned.

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SHOULD COLORADO SPRINGS HAVE MANUFACTORIES? 


T 


HE EXCELLENT paper read by General Palmer before the Winter Night 


club and published in yesterday's Gazette, will doubtless serve as a text 
for general discussion as to the possibilities of Colorado Springs as a 


location for manufactories. General Palmer has set forth his own opinions 
Very clearly and forcefully in his paper, and these have been endorsed by Sir. 
Donaldson and others. 


But on the other band there are unquestionably a large number of the 


residents of Colorado Springs who are inclined to adopt a different view and 
•Who would be glad to have Colorado Springs enter the lists as a rival of Den- 
ver or Pueblo as a manufacturing elty. 


The final decision of the matter will, however, depend not upon the 


Strength secured for one side or the other of this debate nor upon the excel- 
lence of the arguments that may be presented, but rather upon the actual 
facts in the case. If Colorado Springs is not adapted for manufactories, a 
Vast amount of money may be wasted In unsuccessful experiments without 
establishing such industries on a firm and secure fotmdation. And on the 
other hand if Colorado Springs really is a favorable location for factories 
and smelters, not alt the arguments of the esthetics will be sufficient to keep 
put the smoke stacks and the pay rolls. 


And if, as was suggested by General Palmer, "An exception must be made 


pf certain orafts not dependent on the scale of the works, or in -which im- 
wediate proximity -to the home market is Important, and of others which are 
Snore Or less independent of location," then we may expect that by a sort of 
process of. natural selection Colorado Springs will gradually attract and ap- 
propriate those industries that are in keeping with the character of the place 
fend suitable to our natural resources. A good example of such an industry 
is to be found In the Van Brlggle pottery and in the products of other indus- 
trial arts where skill, taste and finish are important elements in the pro- 
duct. The presence at our doors of cheap fuel, and the start already made in 
the development of electric power easily available for large or small work- 
shops at any point in this neighborhood, should be an incentive to the culti- 
vation of those industries in which the value of the output is determined by 
|he quality rather than by the quantity. 


The growth of the big factory has gone far toward banishing from our 


jaiarkets those exquisite hand-finished products of an earlier skill and taste. 
JBut evidences are not lacking of a reaction against the things that are all like 
a thousand dozen others. 


Big factories, or small ones, are not located in those cities -where people 


make the loudest dem.and for them. They are located where raw material and 
Jabor are, most easily obtainable and where the best markets for the product 
fire to ps found. 


The people of Colorado Springs need not waste any effort in disputing as 


to what Industries are desirable and .what are not. A fair amount of intelli- 
genae and a large amount of energy will succeed jn attracting to this city 
Valuable-additions to its present enterprises, and it may be regarded as a 
reasonably safe rtfje that whatever we succeed in getting on a sound business 
basis is worth having and will be good for us. 


THE CONSIDERATION OF THE RUSH BILL.

THE NEED OF ANOTHER JUDCE. 


I 


N A RECENT editorial the Gazette showed that the purpose of the move- 


ment to secure a third judge for.the El Paso-Teller district is not BO much 


, to relieve the judges and to facilitate the work of the lawyers, as it is to 


promote the Interests pf the people who are concerned Jn the various civil and 
criminal cases.. 
• 


Contrary to' the general opinion,,the work of tfce courts in this district is 


not decreasing, and the present number of judges, working as hard as they 
can, are not. able to keep the docket clear and at the same time to give to the 
Various, cases the attention these ought to receive. 


The facts in .this matter are made the more conclusive upon an examina- 


tion of the court records. It is shown, for ipstance, that within the last two 
years, eleven different outside judges, have been called in on 26 different occa- 
sions for service here, They have tried from one to eight cases on each trip, 
tfhey have been needed muoh oftener, but could not, or would not, respond 
to requests made. On the other hand, the judges of this district have been 
compelled to refuse requests for service from other districts, and by BO doing 
have made it increasingly more .difficult to secure the help needed here from 
outside. The expenses of these outside judges, stenographer, bailiff and hotel 
Bills were paid by the counties where they presided. 


The records also show that there are very important matters now in the 


hands of the home judges here, that have been hold under advisement for 
from 30 to almost 90 days, and when they,can be determined it would be hard 
to say- It seems doubtful whether they ever ca.n be properly disposed of, as 
there is trial work ahead of the two judges that will occupy their attention 
Constantly .until July. 


T&at }t way not appear that the Judges are not taking'matters under ad- 


visement unnecessarily, and to Indicate that they are making good use of what 
time .they can find for this work, the records show that Judge Cunningham 
alone has heard motions and demurrers in this county on thirty-one different 
Mondays In, 1903. The matters of this character disposed of amounted to a 
total of 263, an average of more than eight on each day. This was but a por- 
tion of the motions disposed of, however, as many .are argued on dates agreed 
on by opposing counsel, and In such -cases these motions do not appear on the 
notion docket at a)l, and are not included in the number given above. Then, 
too, all motions or demurrers heard by putside judges, or by Judge Seeds, do 
uot appear o» tots motion docket, since they -were heard by special arrange- 
ment, There is no .doubt that the total number of motions, demurrers, etc., 
disposed o£ in 1803 will exceed 3BO, 
' V Another showing from the Bf taso court record is that the number of 
;cases filed In 1902 exceeds the number filed in 1901 by almost 25 per cent 


, ; And thus far in 1903 the Inorease has been even greater. 


The fees of this (El Paso) court exceed all expenses of the office by over 


S.|100 per month. The fees are, very ioy for this—a second-class—county.

The controversy jat Colorado City, involving ultimately the reduction

They have already invested large amounts of.money in the development of 
Colorado's resources. They are giving employment to a large number of men 
whose presence is felt beneficially in every department ot local trade.

In one 
great community alone, according to a standard statistical annual publication, 
the number of millionaires is equal to the size of a regiment of militia, and when 
tne testament of one of them goos to the probate court several descendants ot 
both sexes find their names in the plutocratic list, on which previous to that 
legal formality the head of the family alone glittered in all 'its golden glory. In 
these opening years of the century we have become not ony a world power, but 
a. millionaire money power unrivaled cither in ancient or modern times. 
... T,he main factor in the working out of this wonderful'achievement of mil- 
lionaire manufacture is In the loyal, unswerving support given to it by the peo- 
ple through their compliant, .faithful senators and representatives in congress, 
their vast army of Jaw-givers in the legislatures of five and forty sovereign 
states and in the thousands of. municipal councils that so sedulously guard the 
public welfare in every chartered community throughout the republic. To ac- 
complish the ends In view no more perfect system of governmental machinery 
was ever devised. Under the sleepless, ever-vigilant supervision of. the most 
forceful "leaders" and "bosses" that can be found, it moves with a. precision 
as certain In its results as that of the laws which govern the universe. The zeal 
and devotion of these mechanicians to the trust reposed in them are without 
parallel in any field of human action; while the ingenuity they exercise in the 
discharge of their congenial labors, the skill with which they manage the in- 
strumentalities presented to them, woul« put to blush the most dexterous jugglers 
that ever bewildered a concourse of credulous spectators.

of captains of industry more daring and dashing than ever sailed the Spanish 
seas in the days of Cortes, and Kidd,

Among preachers short of subjects for a sensational ser- 


mon, reformers whom a public, wqary of .their .fads and 
theories of human regeneration, have frowned into silence, 
and the great mob of notoriety seekers in general, the fash- 
on just now seems to be to inveigh against the girl of the 
jerlod. In this they, evince a certain unwonted soundness 
of judgment, for girls are at "all .times and under all .cir- 
cumstances the most Interesting: objects in the world. Men 
: 


and women alike delight in talklng.and reading about them, 
.heir beauty and accomplishments, their engagements and 
their marriages, adventures and misadventures, triumphs 
and defeats, joys, and sorrows and whatever else of com- 
edy or tragedy, shadow or sunshine, enters into their lives. 
To this universal interest in the fairest part of creation 
we owe the Niagara of dissertation that now tumbles upon 
us from pulpit and platform with all ita phosphorescent 
"roth and foam. Day after day come homilies and philip- 
pics about the girls who smoke'the soothing cigarette, who 
famble, who alp too deep of the sparkling champagne and 
plunge Into a hundred other follies and indiscretions. Pos- 
sibly there are young women in society and out oC It that 
thus offend, but that they are the majority or anywhere 
near it of the young womanhood of the time no one can be 
made to believe.

The category of accusation is not, however, confined to 
the above mentioned Hat of high crimes and misdemeanors 
on the part of the daughters, sisters, sweethearts and 
wives-to-be of the republic. Prom out the west comes a 
scorching indictment of the girl who cannot pr will not 
cook. The framer of it writes the word reverend before his 
name, and in his canonical opinion the girl who does not 
possess this indispensable accomplishment, as he character- 
izes It, is not "a true woman." He will undoubtedly find 
the majority of men to agree with him. But if he searches 
long and far enough he will discover a great army of dls- 
aenters, not only among wointn but among his own sex. 
Cooking, I know, has been elevated by many to the dignity 
of one of the fine arts and great chef? ave paid as mvmh, 
if not more, than great preachers whose duty it Is-to feed 
the souls of men on the spiritual fare which will Insure 
them a ffereafter of never-ending blisa. But. notwithstand- 
ing all that han been said and written and that will yet be 
written and said in its praise, cookery is to be detested as 
a steady occupation, and as a form of amusement it has 
little or nothing to recommend or make It attractive. Near- 
ly everything about it is coarse and, even debasing. Many 
women declare they like it, but I doubt their sincerity. It 
ministers to the comfort of the'"" lgrds,.and the scant praise 
they occasionally receive for the weary hours spept in the 
midst of pots and pans Is gratifying to their pride. In mak- 
ing others happy they find happiness, but the price paid for 
it, is Indeed high. 
/ The modern girl, blessed be her good sense, takes a dlf- 
terent view ot things, culinary. No kitchen for her if she 
can help it. Pounding a typewriter is infinitely more profit- 
able and elevating than beating up pancake batter. Straw- 
berry shortcake is delicious, but the making of it Is far lees 
alluring than-the swift transcription of the spoken worcl 
into the shorthand symbol. What girl of genius would not 
prefer painting to pie-making? in the lexicon of the bright 
twentieth century young woman, the word kitchen is not 
to be found, and although the wisdom of all the sages Is 
against her, she is right. Masculine glorification of cookery 
Is founded on selfishness. Never, as a rule, IB man so happy 
as when he is being fed, course after course, for hours at 
a time. Dining Is one of the chief ends of his existence but 
unlike the nobler animals, of the forest he is too Indolent, to' 
prepare his own meal. Abolish cookery? Not at all 'I 
would have it improved and perfected In every-way possi- 
ble. Those who pursue it an an avocation should be paid 
the highert compensation given to skilled labor. But the 
millions of women now wearing out their livaij in its dreary 
drudgery should be emancipated from the repellant slavery 
it entails. And the reform wilt come some day. Why should 
not one well-etiutpped kitchen be sufficient for all the peo- 
ple on a block? This Is the age ot combination and co-op- 
eration. Nowhere id It more needed than in thin great fle- 
partment of civilization. And the girl whp can't cook is 
hastening It along.

A short time ago it was occupied by a number 
of fanatical outlaws of the Kabul Kheyl Wazlris, who had retired there when 
hard pressed by th» British. When the latter pursued, all but six of the outlaws 
fled. These six, however, remained and put up a terrific fight, killing a consid- 
erable number of the British forces, Including a colonel and a captain. Opposed, 
to the six men were two Sikh regiments; so an Idea may be formed of the' 
practically Impregnable quality of this lough looking fort.

BIG STRIKE REPORTED 


NEAR CENTRAL CITY. 
A big strike has been made on the 
Hall ranch property of the Fostorla 
GoldHMinlng company, operating in the 
Pleasant Valley district, southeast of 
Central City. The strike was made in 
the Summit shaft, of the large group, 
and at a depth of 127 .feet, when,;after 
driving through the keyrock.the.miners 
struck an ore body eight feet In. width 
and heavily mineralized. •• The ore body 
is increasing in width, and there is no 
sign of the hanging wall as yet, so that 
Its exact width cannot be determined 
for the present.- Manager'Bruce -W. My- 
ers believes that It is the' mother lod« 
of that section, and they have had to 
handle considerable water from othsr 
properties since making 'the strike, 
which has somewhat delayed the sink- 
ing operations. Night and day shifts are 
at work under the supervision-of Wil-

DIED YESTERDA-. 


Judge John B. Cochran, one of the 


oldest and most respected of the lega 
fraternlty-of this city, died at his resi- 
dence. No. 506 'North Pine street, yes* 
terday afternoon. Judge Cpqhran had 
been in 111 health for many jno'nths and 
his death while not unexpected 
wli: 
come as a shook to his many friends. 
The deceased was born in Lexington 
Ky., June 16, 1824, and in that state he 
grew to manhood, in his young and vlg- 
orous life taking active part In the 
many episodes most marked in the his- 
tory of his native state. He attended 
Transylvania university at Lexington, 
tho same institution of which Jeffer- 
son Davis, afterward president of the 
confederacy, was a graduate and was 
the contemporary of many men then 
and since distinguished in the nation's 
history. 
Although a descendant of and related 


to gome of the most prominent of south- 
ern families, Judge Cochran's sympa- 
thies at the time, of the rebellion were 
strongly with the unloii. A part of his 
inheritance was a. number of slaves, 
•These he voluntarily fread and as •» 
member pf the Kentucky legislature of 
1891 he voted against the ordinance of 
s»opBHtcm thus aiding In .keeping that 
important border state on the loyal 
side, 
During his residence in Kentucky, 
Judge Cochran acted an assistant • to 
h|» brother, then probate judge of the 
Louisville district, in that capacity 
hearing and deciding many of the most 
Important oases coming before' that tri- 
bunal, He wag the associate, and friend 
of Senator Blaekburn, Coioner Henry 
WSttersori and many other rioted Ken 
tucklans. 
Corning to Colorado Springs in 1889 he 
at once took a prominent place 
at 
tha bar and has frequently been en- 
gaged 'in tho Important litigation of 
the local courts. His son, John Coch- 
ran, now deceased, was district attor. 
ney of this district from 1892 to 1895 
Another son, J, Addison Cochran was 
formerly postmaster and city treasurer 
of Colorado City. Judge Cochran him- 
self was referee in bankruptcy for Hi 
Pa»o county for four years, 
A host ot personal' and profession^ 
friends will mourn the death of one, ol 
th« most iQVabl« and yosp,«ot«d of theli 
number. Ths funeral »*rv|oM win b« 
h»ld froin Fairley's undertaking rooms, 
on Srtud*y afternoon.

SATS NATIONAl, HIGHWAY 
SHOULD CKXTTP UTE PASS, 
James W. Abbott of Denver, who lec- 
red before the Good Roads associa- 


tion in Perkins hall last evening, spoke 
very interestingly to a Gazette into 
yesterday upon • his specialty of good 
roads. -Mr, Abbott said: "There never 
was a time in the history of the coun* 
;ry when the subject of good roads 
received the attention now being given 
^ It. Good roads are on the boom. 
The national and International conven- 
tion of good roads which will be held 
at St. Louis in connection with the 
official opening of the fair in April will 
be of the greatest benefit to the cause. 
Everyone interested in the subject of 
highway Improvement in this and ad- 
jacent countries will receive an official 
Invitation to be present at this con- 
vention." 


In speaking of the proposed boule- 


vard from Denver to the RoyaJ Gorge, 
Mr. Abbott said: "Tho two great cities 
of Colorado are and always will be 
Denver and Pueblo,-and they should 
be connected by a great highway, but 
the national road,' the road from the 
Atlantic you Want to have go through 
Colorado, and the way to cross the 
mountains with that great.pike is not 
by way of the Arkansas valley. There 
is only one route for such a'road to 
pursue and that is up your wonderful 
Uto pass. That is the route laid out 
by nature and every tourist using the 
national highway for traveling would 
prefer that route. The road would then 
go through South park and on to Lead- 
vine. 
• 


"In New York state the Armstrong 


act appropriates the sum of $l,600,uuu 
to be expended upon good roads, upon 
the basis of the state paying 50 per 
cent, the county 35 per cent and the 
town 15 per cent of the cost of road 
improvement, tinder this law for 
every dollar spent by the state another 
is spent by the other interests bene-> 
filed. Therefore the ?1,500,000 appro- 
priated has resulted in the expenditure 
of $3,000,000 in road building. 
This 


amount has built 355 miles of new road 
in the state. 


"An important feature of the present 


movement for good roads is the agita- 
tion being made by the motor vehicle 
interests for long cross-country high> 
ways. 
It is an interesting fact that 


the first national highway should be 
also the best example of long-distance 
road building this, side of the water. 
The national road from Cumberland, 
Md., over the Aljeghanies and almost 
to St. Louis, built in the' early days 
of 'our country's 
history, was built 


after European models and is the best 
example of long-distance construction 
that we have."

Mr. Abbott believes that bituminous 


macadam is the solution of the road- 
making problem 
and that oil rock 


gives the results desired. 
The only 


question was as regards the relative 
merits of Colorado 
oil rock,' which 


comes from a paraffin base, or the Cal- 
ifornia product, which has an asphalt 
base. He said there was absolutely 
no question as to the value of oil rock 
as a road-making material. ,The ques- 
tion was in regard, to its being econom- 
ically- obtained and laid.

"Tracks Sprinkled With Oil," will be 
the motto of the Colorado and South- 
ern and Santa Fe lines this summer for 
these two roads are now contemplating 
a dust laying .crusade that will do 
a.way with this one of tha few disagree- 
able features of travel on most Colo- 
rado; linos In the summer time. 
. Announcement has been made by the 
passenger department of the Colorado 
&.Southern that this movement would 
be Inaugurated with, the corning tourim 
season or earlier If possible in conjunc- 
tion with the corresponding depart- 
ment of the Santa Fe towards sprink- 
ling oil on the road bed between Den- 
ver and Pueblo. Boulder oil win be used 
for this purpose and special tank cars 
for the purpose will be built. 


An order has .already been placed for 
a number of these cars and several pre* 
llminary experiments along the line wjll 
be made before th\ system is put In 
final operation. There is a big traffic 
on the Santa F.e tracks which are used 
jointly by the Southern and the Banta 
Fo between Denver and 
Pueblo, as 
many us 26 passenger trains using them 
dally, by the two roads and In the sum- 
mer time this is considerably Increased 
by specials and extras, not counting the 
usual heavy freight traffic. 
The two roads, have been contemplat- 
ing the sprinkling of the road bed with 
oil for gome time but It was not unti 
a few days ago that the announcement 
was made public that It would ba start, 
ed. this summer. 
The transportatior 


from Boulder of the oil will be done to 
the Colorado & Southern at a very smal 
expense and the sprinkling can be done 
at a very small cost also so that the 
roads will be able to add greatly to the

The board of commissioners for the 


St. Ix>u|s World's fair has asked for an 
Increased appropriation of $200,000 for 
the purpose of making a proper display 
of the wealth and resources of this 
state, and thereby aroused considerable 
discussion, not alone over the advisa- 
bility of making this appropriation, but 
over the expenditure of the original 
150,000 appropriated by the last assem- 
bly. 


Now It seems to me that a plain, fair 


statement of facts In regard to this mat- 
ter is not alone due the gentlemen com- 
Doslng the commission, but likewise the 
jeneral public, and with that end In 
view I have taken the trouble to look 
up the records and ascertain the truth, 
which Is herewith presented. 
The 
thirteenth general assembly 
made, as you all know, nn appropria- 
tion of $50,000 for the use of this board, 
a sum, connidering the magnitude of the 
state, ridiculously 
Inadequate. 
The 
legislature likewlF» ''P-mlated the num- 
oer of comrnlsi>ic.ir.;,,' the amount of 
their compensation, etc., etc. 
The board was to consist of five mem-. 
bers, one of whom should be the gov-; 
ernor. Of the four other members one 
should be a commissioner-ln-general at 
a fixed salary of $2,500 per annum and 
expenses when engaged upon fair busi- 
ness. The remaining four were to re- 
ceive their expenses and K per day 
whenever engaged In fair business. 
Governor Orman appointed Captain 
Thatcher as Commissioner general and 
Messrs. I. N. Stevens, Van E. Rouse 
and T. J. O'Donnell as the other mem- 
bers. The governor was the president 
of the board, T. J. O'Donnell vice presi- 
dent. Van E. Rouse was made treas- 
urer and 'put up $50,000 bonds. I. N. 
Stevens volunteered to act as secretary 
to save the expense of a salaried em- 
ploye, and at the very fl«t meeting of 
the board the commissioner!! unani- 
mously voted that the appropriation 
being small they would waive the $5 per 
day allowed them and serve without 
compensation, which they have done. 
Immediately after their organization 
It became necessary for someone to 
v|s|t each of the fifty-seven counties 
in the state and personally see the 
boards of county commissioners in re- 
gard to their participation in the exhi- 
bition. For this purpose three special 
commissioners were appointed, at small 
salaries and their expenses, and these 
three commissioners, Tom Johnson, H. 
E. Mulnlx and Lem J. Smith, have 
served In that capacity for the past 
two years, their work being concluded 
December 1 last and their services dis- 
pensed with. 
H. E. Mulnlx was re-employed Janu- 
ary 1 to do clerical work, of which there 
Is a vast quantity. 
The board has also appointed a dozen 
or more auxiliary boards, an educa- 
tional board, mining board, women's 
board, etc.. all of whom serve without 
compensation and have and will con- 
tinue to be of great assistance to the 
regular commissioners. Several of these 
auxiliary boards have been brought here 
to discuss their proposed plans with the 
commissioners, and their expenses have 
been paid out of the fund appropriatec 
for that purpose. 
Today all of -'the" preliminary work of 
the commissioners Is finished and the 
entire expense for this vast amount of 
work has cost the state less than $14,000 
and that Includes the commissionei 


general's salary for two years at J2.500 
per year.
